PARIS, Jan. 14 (Sunday) 
(AP). — Field Marshal Karl 
von Rundstedt’s German 
armies continued to fall back 
through their Ardennes sa- 
hent last night as the United 
States First Army—in a grand 
_ attempt to cut off from the 
Reich these retreating enemy 
forces—scored gains of up to 
two miles in a general assault 


against the Germans’ northern 


flank, 

The First Army struck before 
dawn from south of Malmedy and 
Stavelot toward St. Vith, Belgian 
town four miles from the Ger- 
man border, where Von Runstedt 
was expected to make his next 
stand against the mounting Allied 
drive. To the southwest, First 
Army tanks reached Mont-le-Ban, 
a village only a mile from the last 
good escape road from Houffalize, 
German base which once was the 
center of the shrunken Belgian 
salient, 

German resistance was light at 
first but stiffened during the day. 
The enemy used tanks against 
the advancing Yanks and sup- 
ported his infantry with heavy 
artillery fire especially in the area 
north and northwest of St. Vith, 
which the Germans apparently 
mean to hold as long as possible. 
They need it to protect the junc- 
tion there through which a large 
part of their retreating forces 
must pass. 

Air Force Active. 

Fair weather enabled Allied air 
forces to strike hard at the with- 
drawing Germans. Returning 
pilots reported heavy enemy move- 
ments eastward. Among the 
columns attacked was one pro- 
ceeding to the northeast toward 
Prum, indicating that some forces 
have been pulled out of the salient 
altogether and not only through 
the Siegfyied Line but deeper into 
Germany. 

British pilots plastering convoys 
east of St. Vith likened the heavy 
eastbound flow of German traffic 
to that “at the height of the ene- 
my’s flight from Normandy,” a 
front dispatch said. 


The American Nineteenth Tac- 
tical Air Force, which is attached 
tq the Third Army, made 525 sor- 
ties by mid-afternoon, Incomplete 
reports listed the destruction of 
101 German motor vehicles, 70 
rail cars and one tank.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13. — The 
War Labor Board in effect listed 
the manufacture of beer among 
industries essential to the war ef- 
fort tonight when it said a strike 
against three St. Payl (Minn.) 
breweries must be terminated im- 
mediately or the matter would be 
referred to President Roosevelt. 

In a telegram to leaders of strik- 
ing AFL Teamster Union drivers, 
the WLB said: “Unless steps are 
taken immediately to terminate 
this strike, the board will have no 
recourse but to refer the matter 
to the President for appropriate 
action.” 

Clinton M. Hester, counsel for 
the United States Brewing Foun- 
dation, earlier in the day asked 
the WLB to set government seiz- 
ure procedure in motion, He cited 
Army and Navy opinion that ade- 
quate beer supplies are necessary 
for high morale for both the mili-

GEN. MacARTHUR’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Luzon, Jan. 14 (Sun- 
day) (AP).—American motorized 
patrols have pushed inland 20 
miles at two points along the Luzon 
Island invasion front, to the vi- 
cinity of the towns of Urbiztondo 
and Bayambang. 

Gen, Douglas MacArthur’s com- 
munique covering action to mid- 
night Friday said the advances 
were eight miles ahead of the 
previous day positions, against 
continuing light resistance, 

Urbiztondo is about 18 miles 
from the Lingayen Gulf coast, 
where the Americans landed last 
Tuesday, and Bayambang is about 
20 miles inland. Both towns are 
road junctions and both @re on 
the Agno River which cuts across 
the northern Luzon plain and then 
swings northward to the gulf. 

The Agno River is the first 
formidable natural barrier to be 
reached in the southward drive 
of units of Lt. Gen, Walter Krueg- 
er's Sixth Army. 

No Serious Challenge. 

“The enemy is as yet either un- 
able or unwilling to seriously thal- 
lenge our offensive drive into the 
(Luzon) central plains,” the com- 
munique said. The advance puts 
American ground forces about 100 
miles north of Manila. 

The American troops found the 
enemy had abandoned _ supply 
trails, well constructed dugouts 
and pillboxes and an interconnect- 
ing trench system, 

Air and naval blows were deliv- 
ered in support of the advancing 
American ground columns, Fight- 
er planes destroyed 50 small ene- 
my craft Wednesday along the 
west coast of Luzon near Vigan, 
about 100 miles north of the Lin- 
gayen Gulf beachheads, and one 
of the landing sites of the Jap- 
anese three years ago when they 
invade Luzon. 

- Fleet Shells Rosario, 

Units of the United States 
Seventh Fleet, covering force for 
the American invasion landing, 
bombarded Japanese installations 
at Rosario, six miles inland from 
the gulf and three miles north of 
the American left flank.

Navy Draws Curtain of 
Secrecy Around Opera-

Navy today drew a curtain of 
secrecy over the United States 
Third Fleet's assault on Japanese 
convoys assembling off the French 
Indo-China coast and the silence 
suggested perhaps a new and im- 
portant phase of the operation. 

The regular fleet communique 
made no mention of the attack, 
which began Thursday with car- 
rier raids which sank 25 Japanese 
warships and damaged 13 others. 
Last night Adm. Chester W. Nim- 
itz in a special report said the 
attack had gone into its second 
day. 

The silence indicated the attack 
had gone through its second day 
without bringing an end to its 
critical stages, or at least without 
winding up the operation, 

Apparently the Japanese had 
been trying to put together a huge 
force to sai] 1000 miles across the 
China Sea and strike at the Luzon 
Island positions of Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur's forces. 

Today’s communique reported 
only that Liberatorg and Mitchells 
from Aleutian Island bases at- 
tacked Japanese installations on 
Paramushiro Island and at Tor- 
ishima Retto to the southeast, 
Wednesday and Thursday, and 
small marine air raids on Babel- 
thuap and Urukthapel in the 
Palau group.

Advances Carry Within 
69 Miles of Silesia —

LONDON, Jan. 14 (Sunday) 
(AP)—Premier-Marshal Stalin 
announced last night that the 
Red Army had opened its eag- 
erly-awaited winter offensive 
on the Eastern Front, break- 
ing through 25 miles toward 
the heart of Germany on a 37- 


mile front in southern Poland. 

Striking powerfully beyond the 
Vistula River, the Russians swept 
to within 69 miles of industrial 
German Silesia, reaching the Nida 
River, last big water barrier be- 
fore the Reich frontier. A “de- 
cisive” barrage from massed can- 
non paved the way across the 
frozen plains, Stalin said in a 
special order of the day. 

Berlin reports said 2,500,000 
Russian troops were on the move, 

The new blow put Germany in a 
giant vise with more than a dozen 


Allied armies striking from east 
and west. 

Overrunning more than 350 
places in two days the Russians 
drove to within 36 miles northeast 
of Krakow and to within 11 miles 
southeast of Kielce, threatening to 
collapse the entire German front 
between Warsaw and Krakow. 

The northern end of the assault 
front was 100 miles south of 
Warsaw and 45 miles west of 
Sandomierz, Vistula River bridge- 
head base, 

Three Drives, Berlin Says. 

Berlin reports, calling the offen- 
sive in Poland “the biggest of all 
time,” said the Red Army aiso had 
opened major drives in Kast Prus- 
sia and Southern Czechoslovakia, 
accompanied by smaller attacks at 
intervals along a 600-mile front 
from Memel in the north down to 
Budapest in Hungary, where the 
German garrison appeared to be 
on its last legs. 

The German high command of- 
ficially termed the Polish offen- 
sive, launched by Marshal Ivan 8. 
Konev’s First Ukrainian Army, the 
“long-expected winter offensive” 
by which the Russians, hitting 
from the west in concert with Al- 
lied western blows, hope to crush 
the Reich. 

“Stalin's aim is to shatter the 
entire German East front,” said 
one Berlin commentator. “The 
Russians are staking al] on one 


Swedish press reports declared. 

Observers on the coast reported 
seeing a great many Aliied planes 
attacking German vessels and said 
they could “clearly see bomb hits” 
on the ships. The sky was alight 
with tracer shells. 

It was possible from the inten- 
sity of the fire that Allied war- 
ships also were participating in 
the action, dispatches said. Seven- 
ty-five small Swedish fishing ves 
sels were caught in the area, but 
as far as is known all reached 
safety. 

Meanwhile, as several waves of 
foreign planes were reported fly- 
ing toward Germany through fog 
at low altitudes over Southern 
Sweden, two British bombers 
crashed, the official Swedish news 
agency said. One, believed to have 
been hit by Swedish antiaircraft 
fire, cracked up 15 miles east of 
Goteborg. Several members of 
the crews parachuted to safety.

YOUTH, COURAGE 
“OUTWEIGH TANKS 
ON BOTH SIDES 


IN BULGE BATTLE 


Weapons in Secondary 
Role Because of Rough 
Terrain, Bad Weather, 
Pointblank Exchanges 
of Fire. 


By WES GALLAGHER 

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
FORCES IN BELGIUM, Jan. 18 
(AP).—Youth and courage were 
the deciding factors in the battle 
of the Belgian bulge and weapons 
~ both sides played a secondary 
role. 

Seldom in modern war have 
weapons taken such a subordinate 
position. It has not happened in 
Europe since the outnumbered 
and outequipped Greeks defeat- 
ed the Italians in Albania in the 
winter of 1940-41, 

Weapons were secondary be- 
cause of the terrain, the weather 
and the types of battles fought. 

The new German Tiger Royal 
tanks, which can outshoot any 
American armor, had few oppor- 
tunities to prove it. Mountains 
chopped the great struggle into a 
series of small, cOMnparatively iso- 
lated actions. 

The weather, the woods and the 
mountains forced nearly every 
battle to be fought at point-blank 
range. There were no wide open 
spaces. 

Fights in Canyons. 

There were, instead, narrow 
canyons where tanks, guns and 
men were on top of one another 
before they could see anything at 
which to shoot. 

A good bazooka tiam with 
plenty of courage was a better 
weapon than a 69-ton tank. 

The tank was lucky if it could 
stay on the road without tumbling 
over on the icy mountains. A 
tank crew could see little. A ba- 
zooka team, moving from tree to 
tree, could get within 15 yards 
of a tank without being seen. 

Paradoxically, while equipment 
came second in Belgium, the bat- 
tle claimed the highest equipment 
losses seen on the Western front 
in many months. 

Scores of tanks and guns were 
knocked out by bazookas or by 
direct fire from small, mobile anti- 
tank guns. Scores of others fell 
victims to the weather and ter- 
rain, 

On more than one occasion, 
United States and German task 
forces were surrounded or ran 
out of gasoline in the wild moun- 
tains, and had to abandon all their 
equipment and make their way 
back on foot. 

With the premium on the foot 
soldier, a heavy burden fell on 
two things—officer leadership in 
the field and youthful stamina. 

Several divisions and regiments 
reported their highest officer 
losses of the war. With their men, 
officers engaged in hand-to-hand 
combat with the enemy under the 
most difficult battle conditions. | 

American officers such as full 
Colonels and Lieutenant Colonels, 
who usually are in command 
posts, took positions in the front 
line with their troops and person- 
ally led and spurred them on. 

In travels over a hundred miles 
of front, I never heard of a single 
case where United States officers 
failed in this leadership. 

Colonel Commands From Tank. 

One full colonel just over from 
America and taking part in his 
first battle received the Silver 
Star for personally taking a tank 
into the middle of battle and di- 
recting it. 

In the battle of the bulge it was 
guts that turned the tide. 

American youths who had suf- 
fered hardships equal to any in 
this war kept on fighting. Only 
youths in or just out of their teens 
could sleep in frozen foxholes 
with one blanket in a blizzard and 
then get up and fight their way 
through forests and mountains 
day after day. 

It took youthful stamina to 
stand the biting frosts, winds and 
cold during the critical period 
early in the German drive when 
relief was impossible and soldiers 
had te fight on with no help in 
sight. 

An old army could not stand it. 

This lack of stamina in Hitler's 
worn Army contributed to the 
present withdrawal. Many German 
soldiers, particularly the older 
ones, came over as deserters sim- 
ply because they could not stand 
the incessant hardships.

sectors flew a total of 1700 sorties 
during the day. 
Squeeze on Houffalize. 

British troops from the west 
ranged ahead to within seven 
miles of Houffalize. The Third 
Army on the south flank sped 
the German withdrawal in gains 
of two and a half miles on a seven- 
mile front west of Bastogne. 
Three blows, coupled with the 
menace posed by the First Army 
to the northeast, indicated that 
the Germans might be forced to 
fall back all the way to the Sieg- 
fried line inside Germany. 
The Germans were squeezed 
back to a scant three-mile arc 
west of the Ourthe River before 
Houffalize and the pressure was 


mounting on that strategic town. 


It was disclosed that the United 
States Ninth Army had taken over 
almost all the Roer River front 
east of Aachen and in an attack 
in the Monschau area southeast 
of Aachen had knocked out four 
German pillboxes. An enemy coun- 
terblow in two-company strengtb 
in this sector was warded off, 
Nazis Held in Alsace, 
Along the Rhine on the Alsatian 
plain, the Germans appeared 
stalled both north and south of 
Strasbourg, hesitant to cut loose 
with a big punch against the 
United States Seventh and French 
First armies which are still hold- 
ing back strong reserves. 
Lt. Gen. Courtney H. Hodges’ 
general attack on the north side 
of the Belgian bulge began before 
dawn, 
The Thirtieth Infantry Division 
charged out from positions be- 
tween Stavelot and Malmedy, 10 
miles northwest of St. Vith, and 
swung south nearly a mile before 
encountering resistance, a front 
dispatch reported. 
This was a new drive aimed at 
the easternmost German positions 
inside Belgium. 

Fierce Nazi Resistance. 
Gains along the front were sub- 
stantial by first accounts, al- 
though the Germans fought back 
savagely to save the all-weather 
highway leading from Houffalize 
18 miles northeast to St. Vith. 
This stab at the neck of the sa- 
lient by the Third Armored and 
Eighty-third Infantry Divisions 
drove the Germans from Langlir 
woods after an all-night struggle 
and the Americans fought into the 
northern edge of Mont-le-Ban, four 
and a half miles northeast of 
Houffalize. 

To the east the doughboys were 
striking south of Salmchateau on 
the left flank of these forces, 
heightening the pressure on the 
Germans fighting every foot of the 
way to defend the lifeline. 

Less than seven miles due north 
of Houffalize, the Second Armored 
Division teamed with infantry and 
captured the village of Petites- 
Tailles in a flanking sweep around 
difficult marshes which had held 
up the eastward push on that com- 
munications center. 

To the southwest, doughboy and 
Tommy were teamed and occupy- 
ing the last of the 100 square 
miles in the western end of the 
Ardennes salient which the Ger- 
mans quit abruptly to escape en- 
circlement. 

No Sign of Ourthe Stand. 
There was no hint that the 
Germans planned to make a stand 
on the east bank of the Ourthe 
River, to which they announced 
Thursday they were withdrawing.

American forces moving down 
southeast of Laroche advanced 
about a mile over the rough ter- 
rain against the Germans in the 
last bulge they hold west of the 
Ourthe. Doughboy vanguards 
last were reported nearing Wib- 
rin, four miles northwest of Houf- 
falize. 

British troops entered Ortho, 
seven miles west of Houffalize. 

Other British forces, four miles 
east of the Laroche-St. Hubert 
highway, were within 500 yards of 
the village of Erneuville. The 
Germans tried a counterattack in 
this area with four Panther tanks 
and 12 self-propelled guns, but 
were thrown back. 

Third Army Gains. 

Lt. Gen. George S. Patton’s 
Third Army, which had linked up 
with the British Friday, drove 
hard against the southwestern 
flank of the salient, hurling the 
Germans from the big and hilly 
St. Hubert woods at most places. 

The Third Army passed Rou- 
mont, eight miles northeast of St. 
Hubert, and overran six villages 
in this area west of Bastogne. 

German resistance was strong 
north of Bastogne. 

The Third Army counted 2377 
more prisoners in the last 24 


hours, bringing their total catch 


in the battle of the 
13,093. 

The First Army’s total reached 
18,992 as 640 more Germans were 
sent into prison pens. 

The Third Army has destroyed 
317 tanks and 293 other vehicles 
since Dec. 22 and 1099 tanks and 
5724 other vehicles since Aug. 1. 

New Division In Action. 

The identity of a new division 
with the Third Army, the Fighty- 
Seventh Infantry, was announced. 
Thig outfit, which has a heavy 
representation from Illinois, went 
into action last month south of 
Sarreguemines in Lorraine and 
within 48 hours had _  ~pushed 
across the German border. After 
the German break-through in 
Belgium the division made a one- 
night jump to the Moircy area 
west of Bastogne on Dec. 30 and 
attacked the next morning. It is 
commanded by Brig. Gen. Frank 
L. Culin Jr., Tucson, Ariz., who 
led a regiment ashore on Attu in 
1943, The troops were trained at 
Camp McCain, Mississippi. . 
The Eighty-Seventh is the four- 
teenth division so far identified on 
the Third Army front. 


It was disclosed that Canadians 
ofthe British Sixth Airborne Divi- 
sion played a part in smashing the 
German drive. 

In northeastern France, almost 
all the ground gaining was being 
done by Lt. Gen. Alexander M. 
Patch’s Seventh Army doughboys 
in the Bitche salient. In limited 
gains the Americans occupied 
high ground northwest of Wilden- 
guth, some seven miles south of 
Bitche. 

A field dispatch reported that 

American infantry and tank de- 
stroyer crews inside Hatten re- 
pelled waves of German attacks, 
fending off more than 30 in a 24- 
hour period, The tank destroyers 
accounted for at least five tanks 
and other vehicles. 
Germans south of Strasbourg 
compelled French troops to with- 
draw from Rossfeld and Herbs- 
heim, seven miles south of Er- 
stein, and attacked French posi- 
tions at Niffer on the Rhine 
southeast of Mulhouse. 


INDICATION ‘BIG 3° LEADERS

LONDON, Jan. 13 (AP).—The

CONTROL OF SOME SURPLUSES 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP).— 
Bernard M. Baruch recommended

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 ‘AP).—

he said, adding:

Outlines Strategic Pattern. 


commander of the air forces, in an 
address to the National Sojourn- 
ers, those Master Masons who are 
members of the armed forces, out- 
lined the pattern of gtrategic air 
war against Japan in this man- 
ner: “We will hit their factories, 
their oil fields, their harbors and 
cities, first with our B-29s; then, 
as our bases draw closer, with 
Fortresses and lLiberators and 
even with our lighter aircraft.” 

He recalled how the perimeter 
alréady has closed in on Japan 
through the Marianas, Palau, 
Leyte and Luzon. 

He said, however, that he antic- 
ipated “a long, hard and bitter 
struggle against Japan,” adding: 

“Remember this—Japan is not a 
group of moderately small islands 
covered with inflammable paper 
houses as some people seem to 
think. Japan seized a matchless 
combination of resources in Malaya 
and the Dutch East Indies—nickel, 
tin, manganese, bauxite, rubber 
and oil. She has now had a 
chance to build up reserves. 

Almost Self-Sufficient. 

“Her inner empire—the islands 
plus Korea and Manchuria—covers 
an area of more than .730,000 
square miles. This area comprises 
a highly developed, almost self- 
sufficient industrial and agricul- 
tural unit three times the size of 
Germany. And this industrial unit 
has now had a chance to disperse.” 

Any military power that does 
not control the air is bound to 
fold up, Arnold said, and applied 
this to both Japan and Germany. 
The lack of tactical air power 
brought the German offensive in 
Belgium to a halt, Arnold said. 
“This does not, of course, mean 
that the Germans may not now 
mount other offensives elsewhere, 
with forces and supplies—yes, and 
airplanes — massed for the pur- 
pose,” Arnold said, 

“What I think we may con- 
fidently say it does mean is that 
no such thrusts can permanently 
succeed ag long as we have air 
superiority.” 


Richardson Says Loss of Luzon 
Will Wreck Jap Prestige. 
UNITED STATES ARMY 
HEADQUARTERS, HONOLULU, 
Jan. 13 (AP).—The American cap- 
ture of Luzon Island in the Phil- 
ippines will mean the complete 
shattering of Japanese prestige as 
“conquerors of the East and spon- 
sors of the Greater East Asia Co- 
prosperity sphere,” Lt. Gen. Rob- 
ert C. Richardson predicted today. 
Richardson, commanding gen- 
eral of the United States Army 
forces in Pacific Ocean areas, said 
that with the capture of Luzon, 
the Japanese defensive line “will 
be thrown back to Formosa and 
the Nansei Shoto (Ryukyu) and 
Volcano Islands.

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RED DRIVE ENDS 
FEARS OF WES! 
FRONT DEADLOCK 


Was Anxiously Awaited 
in Paris—Squeeze Like- 
ly to Prevent Shifts of 
Nazi Forces. 


By JAMES. M. LONG 

PARIS, Jan. 13 (AP).—The Red 
Army’s long-awaited winter offen- 
sive, which Moscow announced to- 
night, has lifted from the West- 
ern front the deepening shadow 
of possible stalemate that might 
have gone well into the spring and 
perhaps even might have post- 
poned final victory beyond 1945. 


In this vast, tontinent-wide con- 
flict, pressure on either front 


‘obviously is a factor of realistic 


consideration in shaping up the 
campaign on the other; and Allied 
military higher-ups have been 
watching anxiously for this East- 
ern-front action over past weeks. 

For the time when that offen- 
sive could be undertaken feasibly 
was running short. The bad 
weather of late February, all of 
March and early April would have 
made a major offensive virtually 
impossible on the broad plains of 
the Central Eastern front if the 
blow had been delayed until then. 


Risk in Delay. 

If the Russians had not struck 
within the next week or two, it 
would have been doubtful, in the 
view of unofficial observers here, 
whether they could have mounted 
an attack of sufficient menace to 
the Germans to keep tied up in 
the east the German strength 
which now is on that front. 

This is what a delay might have 
meant to the Western Front, 
where the Germans’ December 
breakthrough already had jolted 
the western Allies’ offensive to a 
sudden stop: 

The Germans might have felt 
sufficiently secure behind their 
weather-barricade in the east to 
shift reserves westward for an- 
other and perhaps even more pow- 
erful offensive effort against 
American and British lines. 

Certainly they would have been 
able at least to divert westward 
virtually their whole military pro- 
duction and troop replacement 
buildup. 

It already is obvious 
single major blow has done to the 
western offensive that was handi- 
capped by winter weather and the 
enemy’s defensive system. 

Menace on West Front. 
It seems equally obvious that a

MIAMI, Fila., Jan. 13 (AP). — 
The Navy permitted a 23-year-old 
sailor to describe for the first 
time today how he outwitted the 
Japanese for two years and two 
weeks on half a dozen Philippine 
Islands after his escape from & 
prison camp. 

Aviation Machinist Mate Charles 
O, Watkins of St. Petersburg, Fla., 


was rescued Aug. 31, 1944, before| | 


American forces invaded the Phil- 
ippines. 

Some details of his precarious 
existence and his escape were 
withheld because their publication 
might endanger others who fled 
from the Japanese after the fall 
of Corregidor and who are living 
on the islands with the help of 
friendly natives and by their wits. 

Killed Would-Be Betrayer. 

Once Watkins and two other 
escaped Americans killed a Japa- 
nese sympathizer who was plan- 
ning to betray them. The sailor 
was awarded a Purple Heart be- 
cause of a knife wound received 
mn the fight. 

On another occasion, he slipped 
out of a native village just as a 
Japanese patrol entered. 

Watkins, a seaman first class at 
the time of his capture by the 
Japanese when Fort Hughes fell 
May 6, 1942, drew pay totaling 
$2010 on his return to the United 
States. 

He escaped from a camp on the 
island of Palawan in August, 1942, 
with Aviation Ordnanceman Joe 
Paul Little of Seattle, Wash., who 
was rescued before Watkins after 
they were separated. 

In November, 1942, they ran into 
about 20 escaped United States 
soldiers, 

First News of War. 

“They had a _ radio receiving 
set,” Watkins recalled, “and we 
got our first news of the war 
since our capture. We heard about 
the American invasion of North 
Africa in a,broadcast from San 
Francisco.” 

The life of a fugitive was 
rugged, the sailor said, but better 
than existence in a prison camp. 

“We wandered from one village 
and tribe to another,” he said. 
“Occasionally we stayed with some 
of the natives. Sometimes we 
might stay a week, sometimes a 
month, but when we saw we were 
wearing out our welcome we 
moved on.” 

Lived Mostly on Rice. 

The fugitives lived mostly on 
rice, although some of the soldiers 
had rifles and occasionally they 
killed wild cattle, 

“Then we would really feast on 
fresh cooked meat and dry the 
rest for future use,” he said. 

At least three times they ate 
monkey meat, 

“It tasted pretty fair — any- 
thing tastes good when you get 
hungry,” he explained. 

The sailor’s older brother, Dodd 
Wayne Watkins, has bean listed 
as missing in action since the fall 
of Java. 


Charles fought on Bataan from 


Dec. 26, 1941, until March 1, 1942, 
when he was sent to Fort Hughes. 
Soon after they were made pris-

oners, Watkins and Little started 


planning their escape. Their first 
effort failed. 
Saw Americans Killed. 

While a prisoner, Watkins saw 
a number of Americans killed by 
their captors. 

“The first Japs to take us over 
were privates,” he recalled. “They 
took everything we had—watches, 
rings, money. They took us up on 
the parapet of a 14-inch gun and 
we sat there until morning, 
guarded by machine guns. 

“The next morning we were put 
to work taking American food to 
the docks, where other American 
prisoners loaded it on ships for 
the Japs to take to Manila. 

“I was standing 40 feet away 
when an American sailor was shot 
and killed on the spot by a Japa- 
nese officer who was angered that 
the sailor was eating a can of 
food given to him by a Japanese 
soldier,” we said. 

Moved to Corregidor May 8, 
Watkins and the others were put 
to work carrying food from the 
tunnels to the docks. They were 
there until May 18 or 20 and then 
were moved to a permanent camp 
on Luzon. 

“In July, 1942, four boys 
escaped,” Watkins said. “But they 
were recaptured the next day, The 
Japs brought them back to camp 
and tied them to a post at the 
entrance. 

“The next afternoon the Japs 
unbound them, gave them a glass 
of water and a cigaret each. They 
were marched over to four freshly- 
dug graves and shot.” 

Late in July Watkins joined sev- 
eral hundred others in volunteer- 
ing to work at a camp on Palaw- 
an Island. He and Little were put 
to work building an airport. They 
escaped after 10 days. 

In June, 1943, Watkins left Pa- 
lawan in a sailboat. On his first 
stop he met four American sold- 
jers, two of whom were rescued 
with him, The others died of ma- 
laria, 

Watkins and his companions 
returned to Palawan in Decem- 
ber, 1943. 

Watkins reached St, Petersburg 
Oct. 3, 1944, for a reunion with 
his mother, Mrs. Mary Hoeft.

BRIDGES ON RHINE 


400 Fighters Guard Sys- 
tematic Blow to Cut Off 
Nazi Armies From Sup- 


ply or Rescue. 


LONDON, Jan. 13 (AP).—Amer- 
ican heavy bombers. struck at 


seven Rhine River bridges from 


Bingen to south of Karlsruhe to- 
day in the first blow of a system- 
atic assault designed to wreck 
every span over the stream and 
make it impossible for the enemy 
to supply or to rescue his armies 
on the western front. 

Swarming over Western Germany 
again after two days of idleness 
forced by the weather, more than 
900 Liberators and Flying Fort- 
resses, proteted by more than 
400 Mustangs ana Thunderbolts, 


pounded vital railway bridges at 
Rudesheim, Worms, Mannheim, 
Germesheim and Karlsruhe and 
two at Mainz. 

Simultaneous assaults blasted 
railway freight yards at Bischoff- 
sheim and Kaiserslautern. 

Later in the afternoon a force 
of R. A. F. Lancasters, with Mua- 
tang eacort, dumped heavy bombe 
on railway yards at Saarbrucken, 
immediately behind the WNazt 
counteroffensive aimed at Alsace 
and Lorraine. 

Bombing through clouds except 
at Karlsruhe, where the Maxi- 
milianshau bridge presented a 
visual target, United States Eighth 
Air Force heavies hit all but one 
of the double-track bridges of a 
100-mile stretch of the river. Sev- 
eral smaller bridges have not 
yet been attacked, 

Bomber crews today saw a 
number of enemy fighters, but 
none of them attacked the Ameri- 
can formations. The _ escorting 
fighters shot down three German 
planes and destroyed three on the 
ground. 

Lt. Gen. James H. Doolittle, 
commander of the Eighth Air 
Force, said in a broadcast to the 
United States tonight that his 
flyers had flown 16,312 sorties 
against tactical targets in support 
re Allied ground troops since 
16. 

He reported 38,813 tons of bombs 
had been dropped on 19 enemy 
airfields, 64 freight yards, 54 road 
and rail junctions and other com- 
munications targets, mostly be- 
tween the Rhine and the front 
lines. The Eighth’s bombers have 
destroyed 58 enemy planes and es- 
corting fighters have shot down 
403 Nazi aircraft and destroyed 
seven on the ground.

Orders Totaling $1,394,- 
922,000 Placed Here in

War contracts placed in the St. 


Louis metropolitan area in the 
year ended last Nov 30 aggregat- 
ed 87 per cent of all war con- 
tracts awarded locally in the pre- 
ceding three and a half years, con- 
stituting a gain larger than re- 
corded by any of 22 other major 
industrial areas, it was announced 
yesterday 

George C Smith, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, inter- 
preting statistics published by the 
War Production Board, some of 
which were announced yesterday, 
said St Louis concerns received 
contracts totaling $1,599,239,000 
from June 1940 to Nov, 30, 1943, 
and awards amounting to $1,394,- 
922.000 in the 12 months ended 
Nov. 30. 

The Houston-Galveston (Tex.) 
area ranked second in this tabu- 
lation with a percentage of 79, 
Smith said, while New York City 
wa's third with 74 Such large in- 
dustrial areas as Detroit and Los 
Angeles received less than 25 per 
cent of the contracts by dollar 
value during the year compared 
with what they obtained in the 
previous three and a half years. 

Of the war orders placed in St. 
Louis in the year under considera- 
tion, contracts worth $1,202,281,- 
000 were for supplies and $192,641,- 
000 for facilities The tabulation 
did not include contracts for less 
than $50,000 or contracts for foods. 

Smith said that during the first 
42-month period, St. Louis received 
9 per cent of all war contracts 
awarded in the country, but in 
the following year obtained 4.4 
per cent of all awards. In 1939, 
he continued, St. Louis manufac- 
turers turned out 1.9 per cent of 
the nation’s products by dollar 
value. 

“These figures demonstrate 
plainly,” Smith said, “that during 
the last year St. Louis has greatly 
strengthened its position as a man- 
ufacturing center. With about 1 
per cent of the nation’s popula- 
tion, we are supplying 4.4 per cent 
of its war work. 

“The figures also show we have 
succeeded in convincing procure- 
ment officials in Washington of 
the desirability of St. Louis as a 
manufacturing center. They have 
shifted more and more of their or- 
ders to this area.” 

More Air Transports Ordered. 

Army orders for C-46 Commando 
transport planes have been in- 
creased 50 per cent, with produc- 
tion on the new orders to begin 
next June, the Curtiss-Wright 
Corporation announced last night, 

Although most of the increase 
will be handjed in the two Curtiss- 
Wright plants at Buffalo, N. Y., 
the additional production required 
in the St. Louis plant will neces- 
sitate the employment of “several 
thousand” additional workers, C. 
W. France, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the local plant, 
said, 

Besides the 50 per-cent stepup 
in production from June to the 
end of the year, the new orders 
will result in a 33 per cent increase 
over production scheduled for next 
year, the company said. The St. 
Louis plant, which had been doing 
subassembly work on the C-46, is 
now engaged in complete assem- 
bly of the twin-engine plane,

ner and Saint-Saens. 

The principal offering by the 
orchestra alone was Beethoven’s 
Fourth Symphony which has been 
described as the product of a 
relaxed effort in comparison with 
the monumental size and weight 
of the “Eroica.” Taken by itself 
it can scarcely be considered a 
small symphony for it is perfectly 
organized and has its own special 
logic and manifests a vitality that 
could only be contained in a broad 
and substantial framework. 

Leinsdorf Able on Podium, 

Mr. Leinsdorf’s direction of the 
symphony indicated clearly that 
he had a healthy respect for its 
dynamism for it was played with 
an impressive show of muscular- 
ity, heartiness and solidity. The 
melodic brightness of the first, 
third and final movements were 
construed as the robust humor of 
a giant—who while given to re- 
laxation and even introspection— 
is always a creature of strength 
and energy. 

For all of his driving force Mr. 
Leindorf’s control was always in 
evidence. The playing of the or- 
chestra was clean, crisp and thor- 
oughly alert. The symphony, how- 
ever, has its moments when its 
forward drive is momentarily sus- 
pended and its pulse beat is low 
and it was at these moments— 
during the second movement— 
when the directing hand seemed 
rather impatient if not a little in- 
sensitive. 

Wagnerian Excerpts. 

The three Wagnerian excerpts, 
the Overture and Bacchanale from 
“Tannhauser,” The Good Friday 
Spell from “Parsifal” and _ the 
Rhine Journey from “Gotterdam- 
merung,” were conveyed with 
great breadth and, despite the lim- 
ited force at the director’s com- 
mand, with a convincing tonal 
depth perspective when needed. 

Emil Baume’s contribution to 
the evening’s proceedings was 
Saint-Saens’ Concerto No. 2 in G 
Minor, a work that raises its 
voice when it has nothing to say 
but is very circumspect, as in the 
Scherzando, when it becomes 
really expressive. Though the 
concerto has its charms, they are 
rather quaint and on the whole 
belong to an obvious “period.” 

Mr. Baume’s performance was 
free and romantic. He produced 
a ringing, healthy tone from his 
instrument and, whether’ the 
music was being small and pretty 
or big and meaningless, he played 
as if he meant it. This evident 
authority and conviction found its 
mark with the audience. It ap- 
plauded the performance with en- 
thusiasm, 

It seemed in fact an enjoyable 
evening for the listeners all around 
for Mr. Leindorf also received 
close attention during the per- 
formances and cordial demonstra- 
tions of approval when they were 
over,

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Income Tax Declaration Deadline 
For 1944 at Midnight Tomorrow 


Many Taxpayers Filing Final Returns De- 
spite Explanations by U. S. Collector 
That These Are Due March 15. 


Deadline for filing amended and 
original income tax declarations 
on 1944 income and for making 
the final quarterly tax payments 
on 1944 income tax bills is tomor- 
row at midnight, James P. Finne- 
gan, Collector of Internal Revenue, 
emphasized last night. 

Mail received at the Collector's 
office in the Federal Building at 
Twelfth boulevard and Market 
street has reached a peak of 50,000 
letters a day, Finnegan said, and 
20 extra clerks were employed dur- 
ing the past week to handle the 
rush of taxpayers. He pointed out 
that payments, original and 
amended declarations postmarked 
before midnight tomorrow will be 
accepted as having been filed on 
time. 

Persons who must file original 
declarations of estimated income 
for 1944, Finnegan said, are those 
who did not file declarations last 
April 15 and who during the year 
were paid salaries of more than 
$2700 if single, or $3500 if married, 
or earned more than $100 from 
sources other than salaries and 
wages. 

Who Must File, 

Amended declarations of 1944 in- 
come must be filed by those who 
last spring underestimated their an- 
ticipated 1944 income tax by more 
than 20 per cent. This group will 
include many persons who received 
unexpected salary increases dur- 
ing the year, Finnegan said. 

Approximately 80,000 tax bills 
were sent out to persons who 
elected to pay their taxes in quar- 
terly installments, Finnegan said. 
These persons must make the pay- 
ments by tomorrow at midnight. 
Penalty for failure to pay on time, 
he said, is 1 per cent of the 
amount due for each month of 
delinquency. Penalties for failure 
to file amended declaration in case 
of a 20 per cent error in tax esti- 
mates are 5 per cent of the tax 
plus 1 per cent for each month 
of delinquency. 

Not Final Returns Deadline. 

Finnegan emphasized that to- 
morrow midnight is not the dead- 
line for making final income tax 
returns on 1944 income. That 
date is March 15, the same date 
on which declarations of estimat@ 
income tax for 1945 are due. 

In spite of attempts to explain 
this point, he said, “hundreds of 
taxpayers” have made final re- 
turns and have filed estimates for 
their 1945 tax. The Revenue De- 
partment is accepting these state- 
ments, and Finnegan said _ this 


may greatly reduce the last-min- 
ute rush prior to the March 15 
deadline, 

Income tax declaration blanks 
for. filing original or amended 
declarations may be obtained in 
the lobby of the Federal Building. 
The collector’s office will be open 
tomorrow from 8:15 a. m. to 5& 
p. m. 


COUPLES’ INCOME 
TAX FIGURES UPSET 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP).— 
Congress changed the income tax 
rules in the middle of the game 
for husbands and wives who both 
receive income—and manv couples 
are finding out they must pay a 
lot more 1944 tax than they ex- 
pected, 

Last April, when a large group 
of taxpayers were filing declara- 
tions of estimated tax for 1944, 
the law gave a husband and wife 
a “joint exemption” of $1200 and 
permitted them to divide it any 
way they pleased. 

Many husbands with working 
wives took the whole exemption, 
It saved money to apply the whole 
exemption to the larged income 
and thus stay out of higher sur- 
tax brackets. 

The next month, however, Con- 
gress passed the Individual Income 
Tax Act of 1944, which abolished 
the $1200 joint exemption and sub- 
stituted an individual exemption 
of $500 apiece. It said that if hus- 
band and wife both have income, 
and file separate returns, each has 
to take his own exemption. Thus 
many April estimates have been 
upset, 

The law doesn’t punish couples 
for following the old rules before 
the law was passed, but it does 
require them to obey the new 
rules in filing new or amended 
estimates now, or in filing their 
final 1944 income tax returns. 

In such cases, the wife gains a 
$500 exemption and her tax is re- 
duced, She can apply for a re- 
fund. 

Often, however, especially if the 
couple’s income is high—the wife’s 
refund won’t be as much as the 
husband's tax increase, and the 
net result is a larger 1944 income 
tax for the couple,

WLB PANEL URGES 
0G PAY RISE FOR 
PHONE WORKERS 


31,000 in Missouri and 5 
Other States, Including 
5000 in City, Would Be 
Affected. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP).— 
A War Labor Board panel recom- 
mended today a 10-ccnt an hour 
wage increase for 31,000 employes 
of the Southwesternn Bell Tele- 
phone Co. in Arkansas, Kansas, 
Missouri, Oklahoma, ‘Texas and Il- 
linois. 

The panel said the proposed in- 
crease should be calculated for 
the company’s traffic, plant, com- 
mercial and audit workers on the 
basis of 80 cents in daily rate, $4 
in weekly rate and $17 in monthly 
rates, 

Designed to correct pay sub- 
standards and inequities both with 
workers in other telephone systems 
and in comparable industnies, the 
panel’s recommendation was a 
compromise between the 17% cents 
asked by the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone Workers’ Union, indepen- 
dent, and an average of four cents 
hourly proposed by the company. 
Both company and union have 
agreed any awards should be 
retoactive to Aug. 29, 1944. 

The panel said 12,619 of the em- 
ployes, including about 11,000 op- 
erators, averaged less than the 50 
cents an hour WLB considers to 
be a minimum necessary living 
wage. Recognizing the number 
of other phone wage cases now 
before WLB, the panel recom- 
mended that “final decision in 
this case be suitably correlated 
with the decision in those pending 
cases.” 


Local officers of the company 
said they had not yet been advised 
of the panel’s recommendations 
but added that, if the War Labor 
Board accepts them, approximate- 
ly 5000 employes in metropolitan 
St. Louis will be affected. They 
estimated that the increase, cover- 
ing starting rates, top rates and 
adjustment increases for all non- 
supervisory employes in the traf- 
fic, plant, accounting and come- 
mercial departments, would ap- 
proximate .$6,500,000 a year for the 
whole system.

THE IMPREGNABLE ROCK OF 
HOLY SCRIPTURE 


—CGladstone 


Gladstone is only one of 
many great men who have 
spoken with certainty that the 
Bible is the Word of God.

“Even as 
our beloved brother Paul also according to the wisdonr given 
unto him hath written unto you; as also in all his epistles, 
speaking in them of these things, in which are some things 
hard to be understood, which they that are unlearned and 
unstable wrest, as they do also the other Scriptures (the Old 
Testament) unto their own destruction” (2 Peter 3:15-16). 
Peter wrote this prior to year 70 A. D., and thus the Bible 
stands wholly on its own authority. 


It is significant that Jesus quoted from practically all 
parts of the 39 books of the Old Testament which are con- 
tained in Protestant Bibles today, but did not quote, or even 
speak of, any others. The canon of the Jews in the day of 
Christ for the Old Testament was the same as our canon 
today. 


There have been minor differences of interpretation 
among those who have based their faith on the Word of God 
alone, but the Apostolic Church, the Church of the Reforma- 
tion, and Bible-believing churches since that time have agreed 
on the great fundamentals of the Christian faith, Where the 
open Bible has gone men and women have been saved 
through faith in Christ, and, as a secondary blessing, an 
enlightened civilization has been fostered. Democracy and 
education have only come forth in those countries where the 
Bible has been an open Book.

PARIS, Jan. 13 (AP). — War 
Production Board and War Man- 
power Commission officials, beck 
from a tour of combat and supply 
zones in the European theater, re- 
port that, on the basis of their 
observations, the shortage of civil- 
ian goods back home will be far 
more drastic in the months to 
come. 

The opinion was expressed, also, 
that a shortage of small arms 
ammunition is likely on the West- 
ern front because of the drain on 
those supplies by the current bat- 
tle in Belgium. 

Individual opinions were voiced 
that: 

1. The time lag inevitable 
with long supply lines had been 
responsible for the shortages of 
artillery, ammunition and other 
materiel, rather than any failure 
on the part of home front work- 
ers. 

2. The prompt rehabilitation 
of continental industries, not- 

ably the French, is of utmost 
importance to the Allied effort 
and toward easing the current 
man-power shortage in the 
United States. 

3. Americans must be told 
more truths about the war, not 
only about the military situa- 
tion, but about such things as 
the impoverished condition of 
the French people, because such 
a spurt will be needed in pro- 
duction as to multiply by two 
and even three the output of 
war materiel. 

“We must double the spirit of 
Pearl Harbor,” said WPB mem- 
ber Maury Maverick. 

William Y. Elliott, WPB vice 
chairman for civilian require- 
ments, predicted American civil- 
ians were only beginning to feel 
the pinch of shortages. He de- 
clared there were shortages in 
many fields that would require a 
tighteni-© program, 

Maverick added that “the United 
States public can tighten its belt 
if told the truth and enough of 
what it’s all about.” 

Joseph Keenan, WPB vice chair- 
man for Labor and Production, 
praised the home front workers, 
and added his tour has convinced 
him that stories of bitter feelings 
on the part of soldiers against 
unions had been exaggerated. 

Paul V. McNutt, WMC chair- 
man, said he was surprised to find 
in the European theater “a lack 
of awareness that we also have a 
Pacific theater.”

WARNING AGAINST LETTERS

A soldier listed as missing in 
action, the department explained, 
may have escaped capture by the 
enemy. But again, a letter may 
only serve to notify the enemy 
that he ig still at large in their 
territory.

A series of seven public hear- 
ings will be held by the St. Louis 
County Planning Commission to 
formulate possible changes in a 
proposed zoning order for unin- 
corporated districts of the county, 
it was announced yesterday by 
Con P. Loesch, chairman.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP).— 
The “brownout” of unessential 
lighting will not affect night base- 
ball, the War Production Board 
said today. 

Apprehension on the part of 
some fans that night games might 
be stopped under the fuel con- 
servation appeal of Mobilization 
Director James F. Byrnes was laid 
at rest by a high WPB offiical. 

No limitation of the night light- 
ing of baseball fields is required 
under Byrnes’ request, which cov- 
ered outdoor advertising, display 
lighting and ornamental and deco- 
rative illumination in areas where 
electricity is generated by coal or 
other scarce fuels. WPB’s regu- 
lation laying down mandatory re- 
strictions is expected about Feb. 1. 

WPB’s policy has been to sup- 
port sports where possible, be- 
cause of the morale and recrea- 
tional value to war workers. Night 
baseball has been favored by most 
war plant managements over 
afternoon games because of the 
lesser effect on absenteeism, 

Presumably, WPB's policy will 
allow not only. major league and 
other organized baseball to con- 
tinue night games but will also 
permit softball parks to remain 
open. 

Many large companies operate 
softball parsk in conjunction with 
recreational programs for em- 
ployes. 

Such other night sports as bas- 
ketball, boxing and hockey, which 
feared curtailment, apparently will 
get a break, too, 

Big league baseball, under pro- 
posed work-or-fight legislation, 
may be forced to limit its activi- 
ties to weekend games, so the 
consumption of fuel for night 
lighting would be relatively small.

falary are aplashed = vividly in 
New York Yankees history. . . 

The idea that some of the aging 
athletic notables would be _ wel- 
comed by the young servicemen is 
borne out by Fred Corcoran, tour- 
nament manager of the Profes- 
sional Golfers Association. He was 
the first to take a sports show 
overseas and as a volunteer, his 
services being gratis. He spent

NEW YORK, Jan. 13 (AP), — 
The National Open, Amateur, 
Women’s and Public Links golf 
championships will not be held in 
1945, Morton G. Bogue of New 
York told the United States Golf 
Association delegates today just 
before they re-elected him presi- 
dent of the organization. 

Revealing that golfers had con- 
sidered reviving the Open last fall 
but had changed their minds in 
view of conditions in Germany, 
Bogue said he believed the inter- 
ests of “our country and golf will 
best be served by confining our 
activities to recreational golf and 
competitions in local districts.” 

Army Taking Equipment. 

The golf executive disclosed the 
Army had purchased 20,000 sets of 
clubs and thousands of golf balls, 
leaving the outlook for civilian 
equipment “decidedly black.” 

“Golfers will have to rely on re- 
covered balls, and these will be 
available only if the old ones are 
turned in,” Bogue observed.

Colleges Vote 
War on Betting 


COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 13 (AP). 
—The National Collegiate Athletic 
Association called upon its mem- 
bers today to make every effort 
to “dry up” sources of information 
for form sheets used in gambling 
on athletic contest and to persuade 
newspapers to refrain from pub- 
lishing game odds. 

The recommendation was made 
in a report by a special N. C. A. A. 
committee which has been inves- 
tigating gambling on _ college 
sports events. The report was 
submitted, accepted and adopted 
as the N. C. A. A, and the Na- 
tional Football Coaches’ Associa- 
tion wound up their annual con- 
vention here. 

Expressing “regret at the prev- 
alence of gambling on _ college 
games, particularly football and 
basketball, the N. C. A. A. voted 
to call on its members “to co-oper- 
ate in the establishment of reme- 
dial measures.” 

It proposed that gamblers be 
barred from college games and 
that the schools seek to bring 
about a “discontinuance of the is- 
suance of prediction charts.” 

“The N.: C. A. A. recognizes }) 
the damage already done by this) 
situation (gambling),” the report ) 
continued, “through resultant pub- ) 
licity given unsubstantiated ) 
charges of malpractice in college 
sports and a consequent under- 
mining of public confidence in the 
integrity of such athletics.” 

Frequent charges of gambling 
on. college sports have been 
brought into the open in recent 
months and only this week Nat 
Holman, basketball coach at City 
College of New York, said he had 
one of his players refuse a free 
throw in the closing minutes of a 
game with Syracuse in order to 
prevent bookmakers from winning 
their wagers on the C, C. N. Y.’s 
margin of victory.

She’s Even Teaching Indian 
Coolies How to Run; Predicts 


Athletic Revival After War 


CALCUTTA, India (by Mail).— 
Rickshaw runners hereabouts are 
somewhat startled to hear at this 
late date that their sprinting style 
belongs in the by-gone era with 
standing starts. 

Many of these cart-pulling ath- 
letes who gallop their lives away 
in four or five years have recently 
received lectures in pidgin Hin- 
dustani from a tall, lithe lady who 
would probably revolutionize the 
whole business if she had the 
time and co-operation. 

A few minutes after Dee Boeck- 
mann arrived in Calcutta she was 
spreading the doctrine of correct 
running style to the Indian coolies. 

Directs Recreation. 

Unfortunately for the future of 
athletics In India, she has too little 
time for that sort of thing. She's 
boss of an American Red Cross 
recreation program in a United 
States Army rest camp and this 
takes just about all of her time. 

The former team member and 
later coach of the American wom-

Miss Boeckmann, who gave up 
her position as recreation superin- 
tendent of St. Louis to join the 
American Red Cross in 1943, sees 
an upsurge in athletics all over 
the world following the end of 


hostilities. International tourna- 
ments particularly will boom, she 
thinks. 

“The Army is converting thou- 
sands of nonparticipants into fine 
athletes,” she says. 

“Two very fine basketball play- 
ers in Iceland had never played 
the game before they were in- 
ducted, You might say they were 
developed in less than a year. I 
cite these two cases because I saw 
them come along from beginners 
to polished players. 

“And an encouraging angle, and 
it’s a tribute to the good-will sales- 
manship on the part of American 
soldiers, is that the various coun- 
tries in which our troops are sta- 
tioned too are becoming more and 
more conscious of sports. Around 
here I see Indian youngsters tak- 
ing up baseball, boxing and other 
leading American games with an 
enthusiasm and skill that is amaz- 
ing. 

“War is a _ terrible medium 
through which to acquire or fur- 
ther a sports education, but it’s 
well that a little good is able to 
come from such a horrible thing.” 

Miss Boeckmann, who coached 
the United States women's squad 
in the 1936 Olympics held at Los 
Angeles, is hopeful that strong 
Olympic teams will come out of 
India and China in the future. 
\ “ve talked with numerous 
sports figures of India and China 
in the last few weeks,” she said, 
“and am convinced that better 


ation facilities will come after the 
war, They realize that much is to 
be done.

DOCTORS TO DISCUSS 
CONVALESCENT AIRMEN 


Army Aijr. Force Medical 
Corps to Take Part in 
3-Day Meeting. 


Problems of facilitating con- 
valescence of members of the 
Army Air Forces will be consid- 
ered here at a three-day meeting 
beginning tomorrow morning at 


Hotel Jefferson with leading 
members of the Air Force Medi- 
cal Corps participating in the dis- 
cussions. 

Col. Howard A, Rusk, on leave 
from Washington University Med- 
ical School, will outline the Army 
Air Force convalescent training 
program and also discuss the pro- 
fessional aspects of convalescent 
care. Col. Rusk is chief of con- 
valescent and rehabilitation pro- 
gram of the Army Air Force. 

Among the topics that will oc- 
cupy the attention of the doctors 
in group sessions are the factors 
causing operational fatigue and 
the psychiatric aspects of opera- 
tional fatigue. These subjects 
will be discussed respectively by 
Col. Charles H. Morehouse, sur- 
geon of Mitchell Field, N. Y., and 
Lt. Col. Donald W. Hastings, of- 
fice of the Air Surgeon, Washing- 
ton. 

One sessior will be devoted to 
discussion of the general prob- 
lems of physical reconditioning 
led by Maj. Alfred Fleishman of 
the Air Surgeon’s office, and Maj. 
Arthur Daniels, Personnel Dis- 
tribution Command, Washington. 
Maj. Fleishman was chief clerk in 
the Circuit Clerk’s Office in St. 
Louis before entering service. 

Surgeons from six regional hos- 
pitals will report on convalescent 
work at their stations. 

There will also be a_ session 
given over to convalescent train- 
ing of returned air force members 
with Lt. Col. Hobart Todd of the 
Convalescent Hospital, Pawling, 
N. Y., conducting the meeting. 

Col, Walker B. Henderson, med- 
ical officer of the Eastern Techni- 
cal Training Command in St. 
Louis will be general chairman of 
the meeting.

State Minimum Wage Law Sought 
To Hike Substandard Pay of 67,000 


Many Groups Back Bill to Be Offered Legis- 


lature to Make Level 40 Cents an Hour— 
Some Earn as Little as 12 Cents. 


Efforts to increase substandard 
wages of at least 67,000 Missouri- 
ans to a minimum of 40 cents an 
hour will be concentrated in a 
campaign to obtain passage of a 
state minimum wage law at the 
current session of the General 
Assembly. 

Most of these workers are em- 
ployed by hotels, restaurants, re- 
tail establishments, power laun- 
dries, barber shops and beauty 
parlors and in building service. 
Some earn as little as 12 cents 
an hour, 

General objectives of a bill that 
soon will be introduced in the 
Legislature include creation of a 
40-cent minimum wage for all 
men and women engaged in in- 
dustries unaffected by the Fed- 
eral Wage and Hour Law. Omitted 
from this protection, however, are 
farmers, domestics and persons 
employed by firms whose total 
payroll lists less than four work- 
ers. 

Throughout the state, civic, re- 
ligious, professional, labor and 
fratefnal organizations have af- 
filiated with Minimum ba Leg- 
islative Committees. The St. Louis 
committee is headed by Dr. A. H. 
Clemens of the department of eco- 
nomics and sociology at Font- 
bonne College. 

What the Bill Provides. 

The bill prescribes’ establish- 
ment of tripartite wage boards 
for each industry, composed of 
labor, industry and public repre- 
sentatives, to study and adjust the 
minimum base above the 40-cent 
level in the light of changing liv- 
ing conditions. It would inaugu- 
rate a minimum wage division, 
under the State Department of 
Labor, to administer the law. 

Twenty states and the District 
of Columbia at present protect 
women and minors with minimum 
wage laws. New York, Connecti- 
cut, Hawaii and Puerto Rico, 
moreover, cover both men and 
women in their law. The pro- 
posed Missouri legislation is in- 
tended to cover workers of both 
sexes. 

A survey conducted by the Bu- 
reau of Statistics of the United 
States Department of Labor for 
the Minimum Wage Legislative 
committees indicates some _in- 
creases among the lowest wage 
brackets from April 1943 and the 
early part of 1944, but it empha- 
sizes that a large percentage of 
workers in the state in intrastate 
commerce still earn less than the 
Federal minimum wage of 40 
cents an hour, 

Women Affected. 

Most severely affected by sub- 
standard wages, the figures tell, 
are hotel and laundry workers. 
Women suffer appreciably in com- 
parison with men workers. 

It has been the policy of some 
hotels to provide meals, lodging 


or both to some employes in addi- 


tion to wages, but the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics observes that such 
form of remuneration has not been 
significant in adjusting the sub- 
standard wages of the recipients. 
The Bureau notes furthermore 
that only a small percentage of 
hotel employes actually received 
these perquisites, 


Average hourly earnings of 
chambermaids in St. Louis, for in- 
stance, is only 27 cents. In South- 
east Missouri, the B. L. S. reports, 
the average falls to 16 cents. 
Eleven per cent of all hotel em- 
ployes in St. Louis received less 
than 25 cents an hour in January, 
1944, and 77 per cent of them less 
than 40 cents. There have not been 
substantial increases since that 
time, the B. L. 8S. asserts, and 
what increases in pay have been 
granted have been confined to 
employes getting less than 30 
cents. 

As recently as January, 1944, 
date of the last official B. L. 8. 
investigation, some women dish- 
washers earned as little as il 
cents an hour, while thousands of 
women working in laundries re- 
ceived 16 or 17 cents. 

In Contrast With Illinois. 

The bleakness of the Missouri 
picture, advocates for the néw 
minimum wage legislation main- 
tain, is sharpened by a comparison 
of wages for similar work across 
the river in Illinois, where some 
intrastate workers are protected 
by a minimum wage law. 

Average weekly income for 
women in the laundry and dry 
cleaning industry, they cite, has 
been $21.13 in Illinois, compared 
with approximately $16 in St. 
Louis, the hig@est average in Mis- 
souri. For men the comparison 
reveals $46.03 in Illinois; about $27 
in St. Louis. 

The Illinois law is not consid- 
ered ideal because it fails to cover 
workers engaged in beauty cul- 
ture, confectionery, macaroni, spa- 
ghetti, noodles and wash dress 
manufacturing. Minimum wage 
proponents point to the New York 
law as a model. 

The New York law was adopted 
12 years ago. In 1936 it was de- 
clared unconstitutional, but the 
decision was reversed a year later 
and a new law was put into ef- 
fect. Last year, minimum wage 
rates in New York were made ap- 
plicable equally to men and women, 

New York Law. 

As a result of the minimum 
wage law in New York which has 
doubled earnings of lowest paid 
workers, payrolls have been in- 
creased almost three million dol- 
lars annually in affected indus- 
tries. Despite this, it is said, 97 
per cent of New York employers 
are complying with the minimum 
wage law, largely because it has 
eliminated unfair competition. 

The proponents of the legisla- 
tion* for Missouri have confined 
their initial effort exclusively to 
wages because of the provision in 
the pending State Constitution 
against omnibus bills. They feel 
hours can be left to some future 
date; their interest now centers 
on getting a wage bill through the 
Legislature and signed by the 
Governor.

Severe Postwar Policy 
For Defeated Germany 
Is Essential, Say French 


De Gaulle and Other Leaders Have Publicly 
Envisioned Occupation of the Rhineland 
for Decades as a Minimum Requirement 
for Holding Reich in Check.

N EWLY-LIBERATED France, 


have a strong, hard voice in 


the formulation of a long-range 


program to prevent future German aggression. 


The reluctance of the United 
States and Great Britain to recog- 
nize the French provisional gov- 
ernment headed by Gen. Charles 
de Gaulle aroused sharp resent- 
ment in French breasts. When 
such recognition finally was ac- 
corded, new wounds were opened 
by the persistent talk of world 
leadership by the Big Four, in- 
cluding China but excluding 
France. 


A new, revitalized France is 
emerging from the old. It proudly 
looks forward to world collabora- 
tion as a great power, and, as the 
nation that has fought three ter- 
rible wars with the Reich since 
1870, it feels intensely its obliga- 
tion and its right to help shape 
the destiny of Germany. 


Sufferings of French. 


Fearful that the Allies might 
lose sight of the sufferings of the 
French at the hands of the Ger- 
man, French writers and speakers 
are reminding us, a bit feverishly 
but accurately, of these appalling 
tolls: 

Franco-Prussian War of 1870- 

7i—156,000 killed, 143,000 wound- 
ed, five billion francs repara- 
tions paid to Germany, 1,600,000 
Alsatians and Lorrainers taken 
ginder German rule. 
j World War I—1,427,800 killed, 
over three million wounded, 65 
per cent of mining, metal and 
textile industries destroyed, 
seven million houses ruined. 

World War Il—Military losses 
up to last Aug. 15, total of 166,- 
1000 killed, 355,000 wounded, a 
million and a half prisoners of 
war, of whom 780,000 are still 
held in Germany; civillan losses, 
92,000 killed during battle, 100,- 
000 executed or died in concen- 
tration camps, an estimated mil- 
lion children’s deaths from hun- 
ger or disease; 750,000 deported 
to Germany for forced labor, 
600,000 deported on racial and 
political grounds. 


While no formal French pro- 
gram for fostwar Germany has 
been made public, the general 
trend of France's position on the 
subject is reflected in articles ap- 
pearing in French dailies and 
periodicals, all of which emphasize 
the price that France has paid 
for Germany’s fanatical dream of 
world conquest, 


Would Share Occupation. 


All of the writers make clear 
France's determination to share 
in the postwar occupation of the 
Reich, and particularly of the 
Rhineland; all agree on the neces- 
sity of preventing German rearma- 
ment, and most of them suggest, 
as one method of doing so, the 
abolition of Prussian leadership 
and of the power of the German 
trusts, * 

They project plans for the in- 
ternationalization or possible an- 
nexation of the highly industrial- 
ized Rhineland, but do not advo- 
cate the radical partitioning of the 
Reich, They favor the decentrali- 
zation of Germany, so that Prus- 
sia will cease to wield the pre- 
dominant influence throughout the 
country. Many of them urge in- 
ternational control of essential raw 
materials and heavy industries for 
an indefinite period, and a 
strengthening of the industrial ca- 
pacity of France and other Euro- 
pean countries at Germany’s ex- 
pense. They look to a new balance 
of power on the continent, one in 
which France and her continental 
allies will outweigh Germany eco- 
nomically and politically. 

Thus the French fee] the 
being realistic, rather than 


cal, in seeking to form a so-called 
“western bloc” of continental pow- 
ers against Germany. For the 
same reason, they are proud of the 
pact of mutual assistance conclud- 
ed a few weeks ago with Russia, 
and are anxious to sign one with 
Britain. 


“On the question of internation- 
al collaboration,” said the publica- 
tion, “Free France,” earlier this 
month, “the French still have 
faith in an international organi- 
zation in which all nations respect- 
ing the principles of democratic 
liberty would be equally represent- 
ed. But, aware of the reasons for 
the failure of the League of Na- 
tions, the French have realistic 
views on the problem. In order 
that an international] collaboration 
be organized and kept alive, they 
consider it necessary to establish 
an effective system for maintain- 
ing security; to that end, and in 
order to avoid scattering of eco- 
nomic interests and multiplication 
of instances of political competi- 
tion, they suggest the grouping of 
countries from the same economic 
and cultural zones into a federa- 
tion.” 

The stern tone taken by French 
writers on the German problem is 
illustrated by the following ex- 
cerpts from French publications: 


Wants Junkers Ousted. 


“Le Franc-Tireur,” organ of the 
moderate wing of the National Re- 
sistance Council: “The U. S. S. 
R. has demanded millions of Ger- 
man workers for the reconstruc- 
tion of devastated areas. There is 
no reason whatsoever for them to 
be refused and there is every rea- 
son for selecting them first from 
the Nazi party . . A gigantic 
purge will also be carried out 
among those who have collaborat- 
ed with the Nazis . . . From the 
economic point of view, an agra- 
rian reform ousting the Junkers 
of Eastern Germany and national- 
ization of major industries must 
be carried out. 

“On the other hand, from the 
territorial point of view, we do 
no believe that cutting up Ger- 
many would have the results some 
expect. Today German unity is 
an established fact.” 

“Combat,” publication of the

N his earnest advocacy of a Missouri 
| vaney Authority Senator James E. Mur- 

ray of Montana pursues two objectives 
which have marked his career in Wash- 
ington: 

1. To develop the fertile but dry agri- 
cultural lands of his own and other upper 
Missouri Valley states by utilization of the 
waters which flow down out of the moun- 
tains. 

2. To foster an industrial program which 
will enable his own state and other valley 
states to process within their own borders 
more of the raw materials which they pro- 
duce, 

Beyond the immediate objectives Senator 
Murray foresees these results: A balanced 
economy for a large region, providing en- 
larged opportunity for farmers and more 
jobs in the cities and towns; a sound stim- 
ulation of private enterprise; economic and 
social progress which .will extend far out- 
side the region itself and contribute sub- 
stantially to the welfare of the whole 
country. 

In pursuance of both short and long term 
objectives the Senator has been rewriting 
his original MVA bill, which was referred 
to the Agricultural Committee when intro- 
duced last summer, and hopes to file the 
revised version within a month. The rewrit- 
ten version, he says, will contain no major 
changes, but will be more specific. 

Hearings, when heard, wiil be on the 
new Dill. 

To understand Senator Murray’s approact 
to the MVA idea is to gain an insight into 
his basic philosophy as a citizen and pub- 
lic servant. It explains in large measure 
what has seemed a paradox to many—a 
rich man devoting time and energy untir- 
ingly to the cause of better opportunity for 
people in the lower economic levels, In his 
philosophy, private enterprise is a door to 
opportunity, which should be opened wider 
so that more people may find a satisfying 
means of livelihood in the operation of 
their own small businesses. 


Wishes to Stop Loss of 


of Population in Montana. 


“TI saw my state losing population,” Sena- 
tor Murray said in one of his statements to 
the Senate in support of an MVA. He 
wished to stop that population loss and turn 
the trend the other way; there were rich 
natural resources in Montana and in all the 
vast Missouri Valley which ought to be 
more effectively utilized for the benefit of 
the people of the region and of the nation.

legislation so as to make adequate medical 
service available to all who come under the 
social security program, 

The most significant expression of Sena- 
tor Murray's philosophy of helping people 
to help themselves and in favor of the ex- 
pansion of private enterprise has come 
through his activity as chairman of the 
Special Senate Committee to Study and Sur- 
vey Problems of Small Business Enterprises. 
Throughout the many hearings which have

address the Senate. Always dressed in the 
best taste, gentle in manner, deliberate in 
speech, he conforms to the public’s expecta- 
tion of senatorial dignity. 

He is not a speaker of oratorical elo- 
quence, but of simple sincerety, tempered 
with modesty. He is at his best when plead- 
ing for a cause affecting the economic op- 
portunities of the people. 

When Murray had served only two years 
in the Senate he had to run again. This 
was because his first election in 1934 was to 
fill the unexpired term of one of Montana's 
most distinguished Senators, the late Thomas 
J. Walsh. When the time came to announce 
his candidacy in 1936 he said simply: “‘I’ll 
let my record speak for itself. If the people 
think I’ve done right they'll send me back 
again.” Having been the successor to one 
of the nation’s most distinguished public 
servants, he had no illusions about the weight 
of his own contributions as a newcomer in 
the Senate. But he thought he had done 
right and so did the people of his state. 


Reveals Sympathy 
for Less Fortunate. 


So the people of Montana sent Senator 
Murray back in 1936 and again in 1942, 

Senator Murray did not climb to his 
present position, step by step, through a 
succession of other public offices, as many 
of his colleagues have done. The only other 
public office he ever held was that of 
County Attorney of Butte County, Montana, 
from 1906 to 1908 when he was a young 
lawyer just getting started at Butte, He 
declined to run for a second term because he 
had enough other business so that he no 
longer needed the office. 

It was not long afterward that an inci- 
dent came to Hight which revealed the deep 
sympathy of the young lawyer for the less 
fortunate of his fellow men. The private 
law practice in which he was beginning to 
flourish was largely concerned with mining 
—copper and gold—in which his uncle, 
James A. Murray, had extensive interests.

of the University of Missouri said 
this last fall at the Mid-Continent 
Dental Congress in St. Louis, he 
was presumably telling the den- 
tists what many of them knew al- 
ready, although it is news to most 


laymen. For more than a decade 
the close relationship between 
healthy soils, on the one h&nd, 
healthy plants and healthy domes- 
tic animals on the other—(and the 
opposite, too, of course)—has been 
well known to our more advanced 
health workers, as well as to the 
pioneers of soil science, among 
whom Dr. Albrecht is certainly 
one of the most distinguished. 


Five years ago, at the initiative 
of Henry A, Wallace, then Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, and Dr. C, E. 
Auchter, now Administrator of 
Agricultural Research, the investi- 
gation of this relationship became 
the task of what is perhaps’ the 
most comprehensive research pro- 
gram ever launched by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
This project has its general head- 
quarters in the new plant, soil 
and nutrition laboratory at Cor- 
nell University and is directed by 
Dr. L. A. Maynard, a nutritionist 
of international reputation. Ac- 
tually, however, only a small frac- 
tion of the vast program of soil, 
plant, animal and human nutri- 
tion research embraced in_ the 
project is being done at the lab- 
oratory. 


Potential Revolution. 


Practically every agricultural 
experiment station in the coun- 
try is busy on some aspect 
of it, not to mention a score or so 
of university and commercial lab- 
oratories. Month by month the 
progress reports of this “research 
magnificent” have been bulging 
the technical journals of a dozen 
specialized fields. What is in- 
volved, potentially at least, is a 
revolution involving not only our 
total food economy and culture, 
but the science and art of medi- 
cine as well. 


As Dr. Albrecht has intimated, 
the doctors of the future will be 
concerned primarily not with 
treating the symptoms of disease 
but with constructing the archi- 
tecture of health, both for the in- 
dividual and for the society. And 
as they assume this new and great- 
er role their chief instrument is 
likely to be food. Here are a few 
of the more startling findings of 
the nutritionists, plant physiolo- 
gists, biochemists and soil chemists 
who are stretching the chain of

Malraux, Author, Revolutionary and Soldier, Is Still in the Fight

NDRE MALRAUX is a most 
Aves man. The author of 

“Man’s Hope,” and “Man's 
Fate,” who fought with the re- 
publicans in Spain and raised 
money for their cause in the 
United States, has been writing 
and fighting during these last 
four years, during which noth- 
ing has been heard of him out- 
side France, 

We asked his friend Louis 
Levy of the Populaire where 
Malraux was now and what he 
had done during the German 
occupation. 

“It was at the beginning of 
the Alsace offensive,” said Levy. 
“Belfort had just been captured. 


It was midnight. We were at 
Gen. Jean de Lottre de Tas- 
signy’s headquarters. The Gen- 
eral was away visiting the front 
and his officers were asitting 
waiting for him in the big of- 
fice. Leaning against a desk 
Was a young colonel, talking in 
a low voice with a General. A 
little stooping, a lock of hair 
over his forehead, serious eyes 
and aggressive chin... ,It was 
Malraux. 


“The author of ‘Man’s Fate’ 
has never sought refuge in an 
ivory tower. For him, thought 
and action are _ inextricably 
linked. And it has always been 
in the world’s turbulence that 
his restless spirit has searched 
for the secret of human destiny. 


“He was in China, in Spain. 
In 1939 he was an officer in the 
French army. When France sur- 
rendered, this violent anti- 
Fascist was not one of those 


who quietly accepted the de- 
feat. He continued to fight, He 
was a member of the most ac- 
tive section of the resistance 
movement. Working with the 
Francs-Tireurs, he organized 
and carried out sabotage with 
dynamite. In 1942 he ran a free 
corps in the south of France 
under the orders of the Allied 
high command, 


“At the very moment when 
his latest book, ‘Les Noyes de 
l’Altenburg,’ came out in Switz- 
erland, he was organizing un- 
der the name of Col. Berger, 
the collecting of arms caer 
by parachute. 

“During this work he was ar- 
rested by the Gestapo. He was 
seriously wounded. The Ger- 
mans moved him from one place 
to another, finally locking him 
up in St. Michel prison in Tou- 
louse. He was not expected to 
live. Before Toulouse was lib- 


rushed the prison and freed the 
political prisoners, including 
Malraux. 

“Malraux was determined to 
continue to fight. He gathered 
a group of Alsatians and Lor- 
rainianes around him in the 
south and set up the Maquis in 
the Dordogne, the Lot and the 
Correze (departments). He 
fought with them there, then 
led them toward the Vosges. At 
first the regular soldiers looked 
on the newcomers as soldiers of 
fortune, untrained for real war- 
fare. Tests proved otherwise 
and Malraux and his men were 
thrown into the front lines, The 
evening I met him he had come 
to get his orders instructing 
him to lead the Alsace-Lorraine 
brigade in the liberation of Al- 
sace, 


“I also saw young Andre 
Chamson there—that brilliant 


young man, too thin, with burn- 
ing eyes, the author of ‘Crime 
des Justes,’ and the director 
during the Front Populaire of 
the weekly Vendredi. 


“Chamson was, before the 
war, curator of the Versailles 
Museum. He fought as a cap- 
tain in the army of Alsace. He 
always sought front-line jobs. 
After the defeat, Vichy wanted 
no more to do with this anti- 
Fascist, this former colleague 
of Daladier’s. They told Jau- 
jard, director of national mu- 
seums, to get rid of Chamson. 
He refused, but he sent Cham- 
son into the Dordogne to hide 
works of art. There Chamson 
had an opportunity to work 
with the resistance. He fought 
with the F. F. 1. in the Maquis, 
and there he found his old 
friend, Andre Malraux, and to- 
gether they organized the Al- 
sace-Lorraine brigade.”

VITAMIN capsule a day will keep the doctor away, if one is 
to credit the enthusiasms of a business which last year was ex- 
pected to reach a volume of nearly 200 million dollars, But so, 
and much more reliably, will a balanced diet of natural foods, pro- 
vided these foods are grown on fertile soils, rich in their content 


back to its source in the soil from 
which all life springs. 

In 1938 Dr. Ouida A. Abbott be- 
came interested in the nutritional 
deficiencies of less privileged Flor- 
ida workers on the land. Mal- 
nutrition was most acute, she 
noted, among the inhabitants of a 
particular county where the soil 
was composed chiefly of gray and 
white sand, and where the cattle 
suffered from a loca] ailment 
known as “salt sickness.” In this 
area from 52 to 96 per cent of the 
children were anemic, while in 
other districts, where tHe cattle 
were healthy, less than 23 per cent 
of the children were anemic. 


Blood Restored. 


True, the anemic children also 
had hookworm, but when they 
were cured of worms their blood 
counts didn’t go up; whereas, with- 
out removing the parasites, it was 
possible to restore the children's 
blood count to normal, simply by 
giving them iron, 

Previous work by the Florida 
Experiment station had shown 
that deficient soil and deficient 
forage caused the salt-sickness of 
the cattle. How about the chil- 
dren? They were good children, 
it seemed, and ate their turnip 
greens. But when these greens 
fwere analysed, they were found to 
contain only about a fifth as much 
iron as turnip greens grown out- 
side the district on healthy soil. 


Just to make sure, the experi- 
ment station planted the same 
kind of turnip seed in four differ- 
ent Florida soils—and harvested 
four different grades of turnip 
greens, differing sharply in leaf 
form, succulence, and mineral 
content, Summing up her findings, 
Dr. Abbott wrote: 

“It appears, then, that soil de- 
ficiency operating through the 
plants grown thereon, and ulti- 
mately in the health of the people, 
is a factor that should be consid- 
ered in any section where nutri- 
tional anemia is endemic.” 

How many sections of this sort 
are there, and where are they? 
Nobody knows as yet with any 
precision. That is why the Plant, 
Soil and Nutrition Laboratory is 
conducting a census of American 
soils—or rather, a census of our 
soil troubles. 


What Plants Need. 


Fourteen elements are definitely 
known to be required for normal 
plant development. They are: car- 
bon, hydrogen, oxygen, nitrogen, 
phosphorus, potassium, calcium, 
magnesium, sulphur, iron, man- 
ganese, copper and zinc. Ani- 
mals require all of these elements 
except boron and in addition they 
have been shown to need varying 
amounts of sodium, chlorine, iodine 
and cobalt and boron. Finally, 
there are seven mineral unde- 
sirables: selenium, thallium, fluor- 
ine, chromium, lead and arsenic, 
Under certain conditions of soil 
and climate even microscopic 
quantities of these elements may 
bring about the poisoning of both 
animals and man, 

Just to complicate matters, @ 
soil may contain an actual sur- 
plus of a given element—phos- 
phorus, for example—but in forms 
which the plants are unable to 
use. 

A surplus of available phos- 
phorus in wet weather may 
become a deficiency during «a 
drouth. Excessive liming or un- 
balanced fertilization may create 
a deficiency where none existed 
before, by bringing about wn- 
desired chemical reactions and 
fixing a needed element in un- 
available forms. Some of the trace 
elements such as boron are es 
sential in microscopic quantities 
—a few parts to a million, but

The Game of Netions 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The letters to your column are filled 
with the wails of perfectionists, ideal- 
ists, liberals whose feelings are hurt, and 
isolationists who have seized upon tem- 
porary difficulties as an excellent chance 
to smear any world organization. 

These comments prove what many 
people have maintained for a long time: 
the American people need to mature po- 
litically, to develop a little more stay- 
ing power, and to drop their childish “if 
I can’t be captain, I won't play” attitude 
toward world affairs. 

Thig country is not seeking the Holy 
Grail in this war. We did not enter this 
war because of desire or lofty ideals, A 
defeatist, disunited America made its 
choice only after our block was knocked 
off at Pearl Harbor, Our objective be- 
came very simple—to defeat our enemies 
and make the world safe for the United 
States. 

Naturally, our leaders sou and 
found allies. The armed forces of the 
United States in co-operation with our 
allies will give America another chance. 
We will make the world safe for the 
United States for another 10 to 20 years. 
Our objective is no mean one, but by 
dint of blood and suffering, it will be 
achieved. 

Our next step should logically be to 
help—and note I say help—build a world 
in which the opportunities for another 
Pearl Harbor will be at a minimum. 
This task will not be easy. If our belli- 
cose civvies, fighting 4-Fs and fanatical 
clericg want World War III, that’s up to 
them. Of course, the next war, if it 
comes, may not be just high wages, high 
living and big talk, It may be, and 
probably will be, robot bombs and block- 
busters in your own back yard. 

If we're serious about wanting a 
peaceful world, let’s do some realistic 
thinking. The world will not be made 
over in a day. And friction will inevita- 
bly develop even amongst allies. The 
important fact to keep in mind is that 
these frictions can be overcome. 

The situation in Greece can atill be 
rectified, and Poland can still emerge 
“ gtronger, more unified and more demo- 
cratic. Let us not kid ourselves about 
our indispensability or take a sanctimo- 
mnious attitude toward our allies, 

Our offended idealists should quit 
emulating the classic definition of a lib- 
eral: “a person who, when a fight starts, 
leaves the room.” The peace is not lost; 
in fact, the struggle to preserve peace 
is just beginning. Better lay off the de- 
featism, and work for a world in which 
peace can be preserved, 

The isolationists should take a good, 
long look at the world and the trends 
of world politics, Take this country 
back into blind isolationism if you will, 
but know, as you do, you may be con- 
demning us to national suicide. Wher- 
ever we withdraw, the political vacuum 
thus created will be filled. If Churchill 
can't fill that vacuum, you can bet your 
life Uncle Joe will have a plan to fit. 

If this country wants to retain a posi- 
tion as a world leader, we've got to stay 
in the game, even if the other boys play 
rough. We've got to pitch our own 
game, and we'd better pitch it good.

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iT; Value of the Oil Treaty 


The President has several clear purposes in 
asking the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
to return, for revision, the Anglo-American oil 
treaty. It has been slumbering in a Capitol Hill 
pigeonhole since August. 

One purpose is to assure the Senate and the 
petroleum industry that he considers this agree- 
ment of cornerstone importance to the whole 
pattern of peace, and is determined to make it 
acceptable to them. It sets up a standard for 
settlement of trade conflicts. Ratification would 
be an earnest of American sincerity in working 
with other nations toward an end to commercial 
as well as military strife. 

Another purpose is a reminder to Great 
Britain, disappointed because the document was 
buried in committee with no real consideration 
at all, that he is not neglecting those economic 
aspects of the peace that England considers es- 
sential to her future security. Either the two 
great powers agree on this matter—and on such 
other commodities as tin and rubber—or they 
will engage in a battle of national rivalries that 
may cause endless trouble. 

“‘We have housecleaning of our own to do,” 
Mr. Roosevelt said in his message to Congress, in 
straightening out certain trade and commercial 
problems in the interest of our own prosperity 
and that of the world. This unusual and unex- 
pected move is part of the housecleaning. 

It is too bad that the treaty was given so little 
publicity at the time of its signing by Stettinius 
and Lord Beaverbrook. Briefly, it indorsed the 
Atlantic Charter principle of free access to the 
world’s raw materials at a fair price, and on a 
non-discriminatory basis, to all peace-loving na- 
tions. It also provided, since petroleum is a 
weapon of war, for the possibility of quick oil 
sanctions against aggressors. The treaty proposed 
setting up an eight-man Ayglo-American com- 
mission which would define the world demand 
for oil, suggest ways of meeting it by an equit- 
able distribution of production, make broad 
policies for operating companies in each country 
and exchange information on new findings, 
processing, distribution and other technical 
aspects of the oil industry. 

The first aims of the commission would be 
to make the agreement multilateral, including all 
countries in the petroleum trade. In this sense, 
the bilateral treaty would be only preliminary 
to the establishment of a world-wide commis- 
sion, combating private monopolies and cartels; 
working for the principle of free competition 
within the broad framework of international 
controls. 

This plan incensed a big segment of the Amer- 
fean petroleum industry—independent oil com- 
panies, and those which had not crossed the 
clever British path in the Middle East. They 
considered it. an administration plot to restrain 
trade. “Super-cartel,” raged Joseph Pew, Sun 
Oil Co. president. The rest of the industry op- 
position worked quietly, bringing all possible 
lobby pressure to bear on the Foreign Relations 
Committee, and the treaty was firmly ignored. 

British irritation was manifest, and under- 
standable. Business and government in that 
near-bankrupt nation arrived at some hasty and 
troubled conclusions. The United States pro- 
fesses to want international security, they rea- 
soned. But there has to be economic, as well as 
military and political security. The United 
States, however, won't play the game near its 
own goal posts. Even for certain long-range 
benefits—world prosperity, avoidance of war, 
curbs against spread of monopolies and cartels 
—it doesn’t want to yield anything to guaran- 
tee certain rights to others. 

The alternative, in the British view, is to shore 
up the Empire and enter into unrestricted, dog- 
eat-dog economic warfare with America, not just 
in oil, but in aviation, shipping, tin, rubber, 
sugar and basic alloys. The ghost of the petrole- 
um treaty haunted the British delegation to the 
aviation conference at Chicago, which was one 
reason why that conference was short of success- 
ful. 

The President considers the stand of the 
American petroleum industry “without founda- 
tion,” and will try to revise the treaty to placate 
its fears. It does need some revision. Mean- 
while, the Senate’s obligation is clear. It must 
resist private pressure for the public good. If 
the Senate permits private business interests to 
supersede world interests, it will be piling fag- 
gots for the Sisco of international co-operation, 
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Prix de Paris, Mo. 


The awards given annually at Paris, Mo., to 
the boy and girl adjudged to have been most 
polite and helpful to their elders during the 
year, are a fine thing. But doesn’t the plan 
strike anyone as being a little on the one-sided 
side? 

As one of the elders whom youngsters are re- 
warded for being polite: and helpful to, we 
should like to remark that youngsters these days 
look pretty good. Their manners are frequently 
up to their elders’, and not infrequently better. 
If they do any worrying about what the older 
generation is coming to—and how could they 
avoid it?——they keep it, with admirable restraint, 
inaudible. 

What we are getting round to is that, if some- 
one really wants to do something about the state 
of manners, there is a wide-open opportunity 
for the establishment of awards to a few elders 
who merited from youngsters the politeness and 
helpfulness they got. 
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How the Bogus BBC Works 


When it was reported a few days ago that a 
BBC broadcast had given Field Marshal Mont- 
gomery all the credit for stopping the Nazi push 
on the Western front, some of our Britain-baiters 
leaped into indignant action. Now it develops 
that the broadcast didn’t come from the British 
radio at all, but from the bogus BBC set up by 
the Nazis. 

The trick, as explained by Brent Wood of 
BBC, is most ingenious. The Germans begin 
by relaying a genuine BBC musical or variety 
program on the proper wave length. When Lon- 
don announces a news summary, the Germans 
switch off the BBC and substitute their own 
announcer, whose Oxford accent is impeccable. 
He deftly slants the news to fit the Nazi line, 
and the average listener doesn’t know it's Ber- 
lin talking instead of London. 

A mainstay of the Nazi line is creation of dis- 
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sension among the Allies, and the fake Mont- 
gomery statement had the desired effect until 
the deception was exposed. Maybe our carpers 
have been sufficiently embarrassed to be on 
guard acters swallowing enemy propaganda. 
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King Peter’s Gamble 

Even when the wind starts blowing the other 
way, it takes some sheltered people a long time 
to feel it. Such a one is King Peter of Yugo- 
slavia. 

The rank and file of his people repudiated his 
absentee kingship and the leadership of his War 
Minister, Mihailovic, and flocked to the Parti- 
san banner of Marshal Tito. Then Peter was 
pressured into the face-saving gesture of permit- 
ting a new Premier, Subasic, and Tito to work 
out a regency plan, much as George of Greece 
has been forced to accept one because his own 
monarchy is in such disrepute at home. This 
plan was to serve for the interim between liber- 
ation and the holding of national elections. 

Now King Peter decides that this formula is 
not satisfactory. Dr. Ivan Gavrilovitch, Foreign 
Minister, calls his action “unconstitutional,” 
More interesting, however, are its unreality— 


since Tito, not Peter, is on the scene in Yugo@ 


slavia—and the reasons why he did it at all. 

It is safe to speculate that young Peter looked 
about him and did some fast if faulty thinking. 
The British were helping King George’s cause in 
Greece. They were helping the discredited House 
of Savoy keep-up a front in Italy. They were 
standing back of the Old Guard Pierlot crowd 
in Belgium. Both the United States and Britain 
still recognize the Polish Government-in-Exile— 
again, Old Guard. Why not make a bold play, 
prior to the Big Three conference, for the same 
kind of reactionary or monarchial preference in 
Yugoslavia? 

It makes trouble. It will probably get him 
nowhere, in the long run, since the invigorated 
determination of European peoples to rule 
themselves will not be indefinitely frustrated by 
unwanted Kings. It is a gambit doomed to fail, 
and the London press is already condemning it. 

Just one more warning to Roosevelt, Churchill 
and Stalin that trouble-makers will continue to 
operate until a united political policy is estab- 
lished. \ 
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Gchie Up, Mrs. Post? 


Emily Post, discussing the lengths to which 
politeness may properly be carried in elevators, 
advises her readers to say “‘please” when calling 
out their floors, although, as she is careful to 
point out, “Twenty, please” might sound like 
“twenty-three” and result in something of a 
contretemps. 

Whether or not Mrs. Post's readers follow her 
advice will depend, we suppose, not only upon 
how much they care about being polite, but also 
upon how little they care about going to the 
twenty-third floor. 

Persons with urgent business on the twentieth 
floor, and no interests whatever on the twenty- 
third, might very understandably feel that Mrs. 
Post is carrying etiquette too far. 

At this impasse between etiquette and the de- 
sire to get where one is going, perhaps the art 
of phrasing has a contribution to offer. If, ine 
stead of saying “Twenty, please,” the polite ele- 
vator passenger would say, “Please take me to 
the twentieth floor,” it would probably work out 
just fine. 
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Short Cut to Russia 
Turkey’s agreement to open the Dardanelles 
to Allied ships carrying war supplies to Russia, 
as announced by “authoritative” British quarters 
in London, is news of the utmost importance. If 
carried out, this would mean‘the establishment, 


for the first time since Germany attacked Russia . 


June 22, 1941, of a direct warm-water route from 
the United States, Canada and Great Britain to 
the Soviet Union. It would mean that the mil- 
lions of tons of shipping we have committed to 
getting goods to Russia could now lay down 
largely increased tonnages in Russian Black Sea 
ports. 

If this change is put into effect, the logistical 
betterment of Russian supply should be spectacu- 
lar. Many of the ships which carried goods 
from American East Coast ports to Bander 
Shapur on the Persian Gulf had a turn-around 
time of as much as 10 months; this could now be 
cut a third or a fourth. Similarly, the seasonal 
and submarine hazards of the route around the 
North Cape to Murmansk, Archangel and Molo- 
tovsk could be avoided. 

Russia’s land transport problems would be 
equally benefited. No longer would trains and 
trucks have to cross Persian sands and Cau- 
casian passes to reach European Russia, and the 
4000-mile railroad route from Vladivostok to the 
Moscow industrial region would not be so in- 
dispensable. The attenuating Russian lines of 
communication, as she moves through the 
Balkans to the northwest, and through Poland 
directly west, have complicated her own prob- 
lems greatly. The opening of the Dardanélles 
would bring the Red Army much closer to the 
sources of supply overseas. 
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A Double enlend 


If the New Mexico man who listed his house 
as worth $10,000 with the OPA rent director and 
at only $1500 with the tax assessor is exceptional, 
it is only in the bold scale of his inconsistency. 
Such divergences are nothing new to public util- 
ities, which are frequently, if not generally, 
allowed to make their prices on much higher 
valuations than the ones they are taxed on. And 
as most Missourians know, household goods sud- 
denly fall into deplorable desuetude just before 
it becomes time to declare them for taxes. 

In whatever form encountered, the double 
standard of valuation grows of its own mo- 
mentum, On the classic assumption that the 
easiest cows should be milked first, tax-assess- 
ing bodies fall in the habit of putting rates high 
enough to bring in sufficient revenue in spite 
of some modesty in tax declarations here and 
there—and let the tax collector take the hind- 
most. So nearly everyone who can writes down 
his tax valuation another notch. Then public 
revenue falls, and tax rates are placed higher. 

At each such maneuver, the fearful, the naive, 
the helpless and the plain rigidly honest get 
frightfully socked—which, over and above the 
claims of consistency and common sense, is why 
the double standard should be destroyed.

ROME. 


When one talks with foreigners here in 
Rome, or reads articles by foreigners on 
Italy, the questions they most often raise 
are these: Is there not in Italy a danger of 
revolutionary adventures or of grave pub- 
lic disorder? Are the drawbacks of a 
coalition government greater in the long 
run than the practical advantages? 


Such questions derive more from super- 
ficial impressions and appearances than 
from well-grounded realities. 


The basic reality is something else—at 
once moral and material. 


I shall begin with the danger of a revo- 
lutionary movement. There ig no trace of 
any such thing in Italy today; it is certain 
that the Italian people, with a reasonable 
understanding, both moral and material, 
on the part of the Allies, will be able to 
offer a genuine proof of orderly and in- 
dustrious behavior that will be an example 
to more than one of their neighbors to 
the West and to the East, 


Italian Miracle Ahead 


The Italian people are hungry. My wife, 
my son (a front-line volunteer in the newly 
re-formed Italian Army), my daughter, an 
ardent worker among child refugees—they 
as well] as myself .often feel the need for 
more nourishing meals. The Carabinieri, an 
ancient corps famous for ita discipline, re- 
main on duty, at times under a rigid rou- 
tine, although they may eat but once a day. 


The police force is meager; there are no 
electric lights; nights are thick black; the 
rate of mortality among children is dis- 
tressingly high. The houses of damaged 
towns have no roofs because the Allied 
Control Commission vetoed a Government 
appropriation bill for reconstruction, which 
had been warmly approved and recom- 
mended by an intelligent and well-known 
American officer, Gen, O’Dwyer. 


To destroyed towns refugees are return- 
ing in small groups, They wander amid 
the wreckage of their old homes, get hold 
of a few wooden boards and fix a shelter 
three or four yards wide among the crum- 
bling walls. From there they set out again 
to till their tiny vegetable gardens, to start 
some little business. They are thin, pale, 
starved, but still they live—they even man- 
age to smile. 

I know of no other people in the world 
who could suffer such disasters without 
giving way to despair, rebellion and hatred, 
If ever there is a minimum of true inter- 
national collaboration, I feel certain the 
Italian people will show the world a mira- 
cle—the rebirth, reconstruction and wide- 
spread improvement of their beloved Italy. 


Real Help Required 


The Italian people have always managed 
to recover from reverses; one could say 
they possess the art of renewal in their 
blood. In one region in Umbria, the people 
have rebuilt by themselves, solidly, many 
of the bridges which the savagery of the 
Huns destroyed. It will be the same every- 
where. 

Of course, neither the Italian Govern- 
ment nor the Allies can count forever on 
the heroic patience and good nature of this 
people, After the tragedy into which Italy 
was cast by the Fascist regime, it is neces- 
sary for us to bring deeds, not words. 


If we Americans can prove, through 
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practical accomplishments, that we are 
prepared to give the Italian people sound 
initiative and positive deeds, we can rest 
assured that they will in no wise seek 
totalitarian solutions or follow the exam- 
ples of the East—examples of great mo- 
ment indeed, but hardly the products of 
our own tradition, which is mapped out 
mainly by a thousand years of struggle by 
the simple man for his liberty. 


Parties Are Necessary 


It is precisely on account of this long 
history of ours that the Italian peasant 
will always prefer a safe, sound, personally 
earned profit to the glamour of a sudden 
millennium. On the other hand, he will go 
over to the day-dream of a millennium if 
he ig unable to obtain security, on account 
of egotistical landowners and a shortsight- 
ed Government. 

It is exactly in this domain that America 
ean give Italy valuable help. America, like 
Britain, has everything to gain from secur- 
ing for Europe a satisfied and happy Italy, 
The day Calabria, Lucania, Sicily and Sar- 
dinia become as prosperous as Lombardy 
and Emilia, Italy will no longer be a cause 
of concern in Europe. 

And now let us come to the political 
parties. It would be wisdom both for 
America and Britain not to credit rumors; 


Political parties are the necessary threads 
with which the century-old patterns of 
national history are woven, Every thread 
is necessary even if the separate colors 
may displease us, Without political parties, 
one can only expect the unstable peace of 
France under Napoleon III, of Italy under 
Mussolini, of Mexico under Diaz — forced 
peace that leads to wars and revolutions, 


New Pattern Essential 


The only danger I perceive on the Italian 
horizon is an enduring sentiment among 
certain sections of public opinion who have 
been sincerely Fascists and who, no longer 
pressed, threaten to become something 
worse—that is to say, thoroughly and solely 
nationalistic. Fascism now is gone forever. 
That is not yet true of nationalism, which 
represents the distortion of a most noble 
quality, patriotism, 

All Italians must open their souls to the 
world. Woe to them if there should remain 
in Italy any rancor able some day to join 
the rancors of other unsatisfied and ag- 
gressive nations. The Allies must make no 
mistake in Italy today and prepare no mis- 
take for the future, 

The Italians will win this war despite the 
Fascist defeat—which is not our defeat— 
if only we can look ahead and not back. 


The Allies will win the peace only if 
they are able to foresee the laws of to- 
morrow, the world of tomorrow. One will 
not save European civilization with the old 
tricks of the diplomatic workshop. 

The great need of Italy, of Europe, of 
the whole world ig this: Finally to create 
a mutual dependence among all peoples, 
to rebuild national societies with a modern 
structure, After so deep a crisis it is not 
possible to collect the fragments of what 
has gone to pieces, but it is necessary to 
carve out a new pattern in broad strokes,

It seems possible, too, that the educated 
classes in China, eager to share in the cul- 
tural achievements of the Western world, 
and broadly tolerant of the inevitable con- 
flict of ideals and tradition which must 
result from such participation, have found 
themselves more closely in touch with the 
Machine Age than with the ancient habits 
which still dominate the lives of many in 
their country | 

Miss Kuo was fortunate in that her 
wealthy father believed in a broad educa- 
tion for his daughters as well as for his 
sons. Her schooling in the Portuguese con- 
vent at Macao, her birthplace, and at the 
University of Shanghai seems reflected in 
the book giving her estimates of the great 
ones of China’s past. It is as though she 
were regarding them through Occidental] 
eyes.

Nazi Prisoners Admit Loss of War, 


But Their Faith in Master Plan of 
Resurgence to Power Is Unshaken 


Stowe Finds Captives Are Convinced Race 
Still Is Incomparable, Wehrmacht Policy 
Is Right — Only ‘Moral Indignation’ Is 
Anger Over American Strafing Tactics.

ALLIED FORCES IN ITALY. 


HAT is the state of mind of recent German prisoners? 
In our First and Third Army sectors in France, I’ve talked 
with a considerable number of them in the past two months. 


I've also talked with Allied officers who interrogate newly captured 


Heinies both in the European and Mediterranean theaters. 


From this 


sifting process, you get a good many attitudes and remarks which 
folks on America’s home front need to know and ought to remember. 


While in Marseille my French 
chauffeur told me, “I heard the 
Boches talking lots of times. The 
Germans are already planning a 
third world war. They said 
America is Germany's worst 
enemy. They hate you Americans. 
The Germans will never forgive 
you because they know it is 
America's production and alr- 
power which makes it impossible 
to win this war. Theat is why 
they , swear they will avenge 
themselves against the United 
States.” 

Is this an exaggerated opinion? 
Well, a Nazi officer in a prison 
camp exploded with this under 
questioning not long ago. “We 
have lost—that’s all. In thirty 
years we shall have to fight 
again.” 

Another Pan-Teuton 
declared, “One thing is 
We are still the Master Race. 
are incomparable.” 

When I was on the Weste 
Front in late November, one young 
Nazi fanatic let loose in this 
fashion, “I loathe everything that 
isn’t German. If I manage to get 
back to Germany somehow during 
this war, I shall keep on fighting 
till I fall dead. Anyhow, we had 
a fine time while it Yasted. I love 
being a soldier. I was born to be 
a warrior. They say the Fuehrer 
has gone mad: that he’s been 
throwing telephones about and 
gnawing rugs. That's not too hard 
to understand. Being betrayed 
from so many sides would drive 
any man crazy.” 


Goebbels Is Real Mind. 


Conversationg with captured 
Germans often show their faith in 
Hitler unshaken, but some of them 
now admit Der Fuehrer ign’t 
really the brain-trust of German 
resistance. A good many Wehr- 
macht officers agree with this 
colonel’s remark, “The Fuehrer is 
hardly a mental giant.” 

Another officer said: “The real 
mind is Goebbels. Goebbels has a 
mastery over. the actions and 
minds of the people. He has them 
right in his hand. Intellectually 
he’s far superior to the Fuehrer.” 

When the German armies got 
another bad blow, one prisoner 
said wryly: “Der Fuehrer will eat 
more carpets now.” 

But the mesmerism of Hitler’s 
strange personality still commands 
the admiration of a surprising 
number of German soldiers. Un- 
der interrogation in mid-autumn, 
one higher officer gave an enlight- 
ening picture of Hitler. He said: 
“Der Fuehrer gives an impression 
of complete absent - mindedness. 
When our general reported to him, 
Der Fuehrer was absolutely mo- 
tionless and distant. Then hfe 
came into his dea& face and he 
practically shouted. Later Hitler 
laughed over the beautiful coun- 
tryside and said, ‘What a beau- 
tiful country we've conquered.’ 
Then he straightened up and add- 
ed, ‘And just think. We didn’t 
have to pay a cent for it. It was 
paid for by France and England.’ ” 


Some Disillusioned. 


Among middle-aged German sol- 
diers you find some who are frank- 
ly disillusioned. One remarked: 
“Suddenly we're told that no one 
ever wanted the war. That's utter 
nonsense. It must be perfectly 
clear to everybody that we want- 
ed war.” 

Among the Huns that I have 
geen, such honesty is still very 
rare. Most German prisoners — 
even if they admit they cannot win 
the war—betray no conscience and 
no sense of guilt for having raped 
and pillaged all Europe. 

I get the unhappy conviction 


that a terrible lot of these Huns, 
especially those under 35 years, will 
listen to another Hitler tomorrow 
as easily as they listened to Adolf 
yesterday. In another five years 
they will be ready in hundreds of 
thousands to start actively prepar- 
ing for Germany’s World War 
No. III, 

But right now 98 per cent of 
the German prisoners are very sat- 
isfied to be in an Allied cage. 
Temporarily war has lost its 
glamor for them. Why has it lost 
its glamor? Simply because they 
know the Germans haven't a 
chance of winning. They want to 
live and fight again—if Germany 
can start with a bigger advantage 
than this last time. 

Talk with these dirty-uniformed, 
sulky prisoners, and you find the 
Master-Race boys have learned 


-}one or two things quite thorough- 


ly. For one thing, they’ve accumu- 
lated a gigantic respect—and fear 
—for our dive-bombers. They call 
ur P-478 and P-38s “‘Donner and 
litzen.” When they talk about 
them, they reveal the tremendous 
effectivness of our tactical air 
forces. 

One German antiaircraftsman 
said, “Your P-47s gave us the 
greatest trouble. Their approach 
was so fast we were rarely able 
to get an effective shot at them 
before they were over and gone. 
Those American pilots fly with 
great recklessness and Utter dis- 
regard for trees. Their greatest 
damage ig not caused by their 
guns, but by the fear which they 
create in our younger men.” 

Another Hun describes one of 
our ground-strafing attacks in this 
fashion, “Our entire column was 
in chaos. At first, orders couldn’t 
be heard or were not heeded if 
they were heard. Not more than 
15 per cent of our vehicles got 
through undamaged, There wasn’t 
a man among us who wouldn't 
prefer a month in the frontline 
trenches to one of those attacks.” 


Question Propaganda. 

An Austrian prisoner makes an 
interesting confession about one 
by-product of our dive-bombers’ 
vicious assaults. “The frequency 
of these Allied attacks and the 
complete absence of the German 
air force causes many soldiers to 
wonder about the truth of our own 
propaganda,” he said. “In fact, our 
propaganda has been seriously 
doubted ever since the V-1 failed 
to live up to expectations.” 

To recent German prisoners, war 
does not seem nearly so wonder- 
ful now that it is being dished out 
to them mercilessly on every front. 
But that does not mean that the 
average German has decided it is 
a wrong idea for Germany to try 
to conquer the world—not at all. 
According to the Pan-Teuton phi- 
losophy and al) their most intense 
education, war is simply a bad 
thing when Germans cannot wage 
it with all the advantages on their 
side—and be sure of winning. 

Apropos of our Thunderbolts and 
Lightnings, one fanatical young 
Nazi declared indignantly, “Straf- 
ing! That’s a fine example of how 
you people wage war!” 

Of course, the Germans didn’t 
originate strafing against the help- 
less Poles. Of course, they never 
strafed civilians ag well as the 
military in Belgium and France in 
1940, Of course, Nazi planes didn’t 
use the Spaniards as strafing 
guinea pigs from 1936 to '38. Oh, 
no, of course not! 

I might add that this young 
Nazi's protest is the only kind of 
moral indignation I have as yet 
ever known any German prisoner 
to express. Maybe that is worth 
remembering, too. 


Watching Jap Surrender Figures

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP). 

OR the first time, a major force 
F of the Japanese Army has been 

indisputably crushed by Ameri- 
can troops, 

But the big question about the 
Japanese fighting man still is not 
answered. That is: When he faces 
total defeat, will he go to pieces? 

On Leyte, in the Central Philip- 
pines, Gen. Douglas MacArthur felt 
able to report that his troops had 
imposed on those of Gen. Tomo- 
yuki Yamashita a defeat that prob- 
ably was the greate# in the an- 
mals of the Japanese Army. He 
said 112,728 Japanese soldiers were 
killed in the Leyte campaign; 493 
were captured. 

The Japanese now have met 
MacArthur on the main island of 
Luzon, where still larger forces 
will have room to maneuver in far 
larger battles. 


From Guadalcanal to Palompon, 
the Japanese have fought like 
trapped wild animals. Total Japa- 
nese prisoners may not exceed one 
day's take on the German front. 

But these Japanese have fought 
in isolated pockets. The strength 
of the empire was unbroken as 
they saw it. But now their Navy 
is badly hurt, and those Japanese 
soldiers .who fight in the Philip- 
pines must know better than be- 
fore the outlines of total defeat. 


The Japanese soldier’s reaction 
here may foretell] a quick chaotic 
end to the war—or it ‘may herald 


a long desperate struggle in which, 
as former Ambassador Joseph 
Grew once predicted, the Japanese 
may fight to the last man, woman 
and child. 


This American conception of the 
Japanese fighting spirit recently 
has undergone some modification. 
Authorities, among them Grew, 
now warn that the Japanese high 
command, realizing defeat to be 
inevitable, is banking on a trick 
peace to save the empire. 

But the Japanese soldier may 
not know this. He is still a farm 
boy who is uncomfortable and fa- 
natical with his shoes on, inclined 
to be kind and generous with them 
off. He likes to relax and admire 
flowers, but with, his stiff army 
brogans pinching hsi broad feet 
he can—and does—indulge in some 
of history’s worst orgies of hu- 
man butchery, rapine and sadism. 

American soldiers have discov- 
ered that the Japanese Army pro- 
duces a fighter who is treacherous 
by our standards, one who obeys 
orders implicitly and fights fanat- 
ically—especially while he is win- 
ning and things go according to 
plan. When outguessed and cor- 
nered he usually fights even more 
fanatically or commits suicide. In 
relatively rare cases he surren- 
ders in a state of bewilderment 
and demoralizing fear. 


The length of the war may de- 
end to a considerable extent upon 
whether these rare cases increase 
and how fast they do so. That is 
why surrender figures there will 
be worth watching.

Churchill, However, Is 
Reported Opposed 
to Putting Time 
Limit on Talks.

LONDON, Jan. 13. 
RIME MINISTER CHURCH- 
ILL and President Roosevelt 
are apparently differing over 
how long the impending “Big 
Three” conference should last. 

A responsible London source to- 
day said Churchill objected to set- 
ting a time limit on the meeting, 
feeling that the grand alliance 
should take as long as necessary 
to thrash out thoroughly the large 
and many problems facing them. 
The President, on the other hand, 
is said to be hopeful of whipping 
through the agenda in as little 
time as four days. 

Premier Stalin, supposedly, has 
told the Allies that he is at their 
service, only stipulating that the 
conference be held within air- 
commuting distance of Moscow. 


Two Big Problems. 

The British hold that with any 
luck at all, this will be the last 
meeting of Stalin, Roosevelt and 
Churchill before Germany is beat- 
en. Therefore, they argue that the 
sessiong should be exhaustive. 

Beyond strictly military consid- 
erations, the problems considered 
most urgent here are: Poland and 
the need to get some kind of 
United Nations security machin- 
ery, probably based on the Dum- 
barton Oaks blueprint, set up and 
in motion ag soon as possible. 

One British source suggested 
that Churchill was willing to have 
the conference stretch over three 
weeks, broken into three parts: 
First, a meeting of foreign min- 
isters; second, consultations of the 
combined chiefs of staffs; third, a 
conference of the Big Three lead- 
ers themselves. 

The Foreign Office is still cling- 
ing to the dwindling hope that 
Secretary of State Edward R. 
Stettinius Jr., Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden and Foreign Com- 
missar Vyacheslav M. Molotov can 
meet in advance. The possibility 
has not been completely discarded. 


Puzzler for British. 

Persons here are puzzled by the 
President’s apparent objection to 
a long conference. 

Churchill tried .to arrange the 
meeting for early in December, 
right after his Moscow trip. But 
Roosevelt indicated that he «-uld 
not get away. He was swamped 
with executive choreg and prepa- 
rations for the Jan. 20 inaugura- 
tion. 

(Many observers think that, as 
a matter of fact, the President 
was shrewd in delaying, in order 
to get a clearer idea of trends in 
American public and Congres- 
sional opinion.) 

Several London newspapers to- 
day report that Harry L. Hopkins 
may visit here shortly. This is 
interesting, if true, because Hop- 
kins is supposedly disturbed that 
the President is earmarking s0 
little time for the Big Three con- 
ference. 

The fact that White House Sec- 
retary Stephen Early is going to 
Paris in February caused specu- 
lation here that Roosevelt might 
be planning a visit to France on 
the way home from the confer- 
ence. He accepted jen. Charles 
de Gaulle’s invitation, in Novem- 
ber, but no date was fixed. 


CZECH ATTITUDE ON LUBLIN 

LONDON, Jan. 13 (AP).— 
Czechoslovak recognition of the 
Lublin Polish regime poc-_‘bly will 
come in stages, the lt st informa- 
tion here indicates.

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Interpreting the War News 


FUTILITY OF COAST DEFENSES 


By FLETCHER PRATT 


ARLY in this war the Germans demonstrated that systems 
of land fortification could be attacked with success and by even 
fewer men than were required to hold them, 


It has generally 


escaped attention in the pressure of news, but the United States 


Navy has 


been conducting an even more gensational demonstra- 


tion of the futility of coast defenses; and the success of the land- 
ings in Lingayen Gulf are only the latest phase of it. 


It is sensational because it 
marks a change in the entire art 
of war and demands a revision of 
one of the basic doctrines upon 
which our own system of national 
defense has always been based, It 
hag been taken as almost axio- 
matic that one gun on shore was 
worth three or four on a ship at 
sea, because of the vulnerability 
of the platform carrying the lat- 
ter, even if such questions as 
steadiness and better points of ob- 
servation are left out. As far 
back as 1800, Lord Nelson re- 
marked that a man who took 
wooden ships against stone forts 
was a fool, and the relation be- 
tween ship and fort hag fot sen- 
sibly altered since that time. In- 
deed, with the coming of railroad 
artillery and the help that could 
be given to it by shore-based 
planes, the position of the fort 
looked more secure than ever, 


U. S,. Concept Outmoded. 

Moreover, the whole American 
system of national defense has 
been, to a considerable extent, 
based upon that theory. Funda- 
mentally, the theory was that the 
navy was to hold the enemy at a 
distance while we organized an 
army out of the nucleus provided 
by our small professional force, 
Even against.a coalition of pow- 
ers which involved us in a two- 
ocean war this system was con- 
sidered sound—largely because of 
the powerful defenses with which 
our coasts were lined, and which, 
though they might not destroy an 
invasion convoy, would cut it up 
so badly that an enemy could land 
on our shoreg only with small 
forces. It is worth noting that 
the coast artillery ranked as one 
of the main branches of our Army. 

Now the Navy has demonstrated 
that this theory is wrong. Again 
and again in the Pacific our ships 
have steamed up to forts along 
the shore and shot them to pieces, 
They have done it under all con- 
ditions, even in the cases where 
the forts actually outnumbered 
the ships in the number and pow- 
er of their guns, and have put 
troops ashore almost without loss 
to the latter. On Leyte the Ninety- 
sixth Division got nearly half a 
mile inland before it had its first 
casualty. 

Growing Assault Power. 

As a technical achievement this 
outranks even the more sensation- 
al German secret weapon coups; 
and it is a technical, not merely a 
tactical achievement, or rather a 
combination of several technical 
achievements, with radar, modern 
rapid-firing artillery and rockets 
all playing a part, and the airplane 
over everything to furnish ob- 
servation, The steady integration 
of these elements into a com- 
bined whole is evident from a 
glance over the various landing 
operations. At Guadalcanal the 
ships’ guns and the dive bombers 
took care of everything; rockets 
and radar were not yet in a state 
to help out. At Tarawa not all 
the enemy fire was Knocked out 
and we had losses on the beaches; 
at Kwajalein, everything but the 
rockets was on hand and the 
first losses were well back from 
the beaches. At Saipan there 
were heavy enemy guns, and we 
had some damage to ships; and 
now comes Lingayen, where loss- 
es and damage are reported, but 
not from any fixed shore de- 
fenses—only the enemy planes {ur- 
nish real opposition; all the rest 
of their defenses are useful only 
as targets. 

The success of the preliminary 
phases of the invasion of Luzon 
is the best possible argument in 
favor of the President’s request 
for a universal military training 
law. The old system of American 
defense will no longer do; we can 
no longer count on holding an in- 
vader at the coastline—any more 
than the Germans could count on 
holding us at the coast of Europe. 


The fact that they thought they 
could accounts for most of the 
trouble the Nazis are in now, for 
although the Western front has 
progressed backward since De- 
cember, the enemy’s over all po- 
sition is still a long way from 
being as favorable as it was a 
year ago. 

Decisive Battle of Pacific. 

Because the troops are now on 
the Luzon shore, however, let us 
not anticipate any easy or rapid 
victory. The landing is not the 
end of a_campaign, but the be- 
ginning of a struggle as arduous 
as that for Europe, It is the really 
decisive struggle of the Pacific 
war, Once it is won, once Manila 
and its harbor are again in our 
hands, the Japanese case is, in 
the long run, hopeless. There are 
too many things the home islands 
lack, too many materials that have 
to be brought in from overseas, 
not the least of them food. The 
Japanese are fully aware of this 
and their efforts are bound to be 
desperate. 

Undoubtedly they will try to re- 
inforce, especially by air; and 
they have no less than 16 fields 
on Luzon to which planes can be 
flown in, 

Until a number of airfields on 
Luzon itself are won—not merely 
a few, but a number of fields, 
with dispersal areas all complete 
—and these fields are supplied 
with land-based planes, the whole 
duty of beating off the Japanese 
air attacks will fall on the fleet. 
This limits our ships to cruising 
within a certain area, as they 
were limited to an area by the 
necessity of protecting Guadal- 
canal; and, as at that bloody 
island, this subjects the fleet to 
attacks of every type. We can 
expect to lose ships. 

We can also expect to lose 
troops on the ground. In Luzon, 
according to published estimates, 
the Japs have approximately 
150,000 men, This ig the largest 
concentration of Japanese troops 
our forces have yet faced any- 
where, and they are troops who 
know they have no place to go if 
they lose out there. 

We have now reached the point 
where even the most optimistic of 
the enemy can see the end if and 
when they lose on Luzon. This is 
the real test of MacArthur’s pow- 
ers as a general, as it is the 
real test of the Navy’s ability to 
bring the sea war to a conclusion. 


TOO MANY FEDERAL WORKERS 
DEFERRED; LENIENCY 10 STOP 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP).— 
Considerably more Federal em- 
ployes under 30 years of age have 
been given deferments than au- 
thorized by law, a Selective Serv- 
ice spokesman said today. 

“But instructions have been is- 
sued to local draft boards to 
tighten up,” he asserted, and point- 
ed out that the number deferred 
“has been reduced substantially 
since last summer.” 

Figures as of last Sept. 30—the 
latest available—show that, exclu- 
sive of Army and Navy civilian 
personnel, 6940 physically fit Fed- 
eral workers under 30 were de- 
ferred, 

Under the Lodge Act, enacted in 
April, 1943, the only Federal work- 
ers eligible for deferment are 
those cleared by the War Man- 
power Commission, which so far 
has approved only about 950 cases.

HEN political arguments, 

rumors of command changes 

and British-American rela- 
tions begin to perturb the fighting 
soldier, it ig an indication that 
they are serious enough to be 
affecting troop morale. 

Such indication is forthcoming 
in a strongly-worded editorial in 
the Army newspaper Stars and 
Stripes. Its author, Maj. Arthur 
Goodfriend, is no armchair edi- 
torialist. He fought as combat 
infantryman — a private — before 
Aachen. He speaks to soldierg as 
a soldier. 

His box editorial carries a pic- 
ture of a German infantryman, 
crouched, with a tommygun in 
hand. About him he says: 

“Look, Britain! Look, America! 
Look, people of the United Na- 
tions! This is a German soldier. 
Good, bad or indifferent, he is a 
fighting fool. His future is hope- 
less. He is fighting ag he has 
never fought before. 


Solidarity Needed. 


“Listen, America! Listen, Britain! 
Listen, the United Nations! This 
man and millions like him are 
the enemy. His gun is loaded. 
When the trigger is pulled it 
shoots, 

“There is death In this man. 
Death in this gun. Death for any 
of us who, for as much as a minute 
takes his eye off the peeps. What- 
ever we soldiers have—all we have 
—we need to beat him. Single- 
mindedness. Solidarity. Skill. Con- 
fidence that every man behind us 
is dedicated to one end—the death 
and defeat for this foe. 

“To do this job our leaders are 
chosen, Chosen by us—by the 
people. They, in turn, have chosen 
our supreme commander. He leads 
us in the West. He disposes the 
troops, chooses the generals. 
Moves them here today, there to- 
morrow. Shifts men and materials 
to meet the tides of war. 

“And so the British fight under 
Eisenhower. The Americans fight 
under Montgomery. The French 
fight under Bradley. The British 
and Americang fight under the 
French. French, British, Ameri- 
can, what doeg it matter? 


Warning Against Pride. 


“What on God's ice-crusted 
earth matters right now except 
killing this Hun? What Eisen- 
hower does is for Ike to decide. 
For us to obey. With understand- 
ing, the understanding born of 
having fought under him from the 
beaches to the borderlands of the 
Reich, 

“He who places pride above 
military policy is a fool. He who 
spreads rumor is a traitor. He who 
panders to local prejudices and 
pride at the expense of the great 
purpose of all peoples—the defeat 
of this German—is an enemy. An 
enemy who sells out the soldiers, 
the peoples, the principles, the 
peace of an entire world.”

The way in which the United 
States shapes its policy in this re- 
gard will help to decide whether 
the future world will become a net- 
work of conflicting “spheres of in- 
fluence,” or a’ world governed 
through an international organiza- 
tion by principles of law and jus- 
tice. It will determine whether 
we will have a world in which 
every sovereign people will have 
the right to enjoy its liberty se- 
cure from foreign domination, 

For generations the most liberal 
elements in the United States and 
in Great Britain combated every 
form of interference by their gov- 
ernment in the internal affairs of 
smaller nations. They maintained 
that a policy of intervention ran 
counter to the most elementary 
standards of international] justice 
and morality, Yet today many of 
these same groups are as vocif- 
erously urging their government to 
intervene in countries with which 
they are at peace in ordér to set 
up regimes which would be in har- 
mony with their own ideology. 


Deterioration in Standards. 


Here is another example of the 
deterioration in international 
standards of conduct which the 
Nazis and the Fascists have 
brought about. During those years 
in which the Axis powers were 
getting ready to try to dominate 
the world they flagrantly inter- 
vened in every country where they 
could gain a foothold in order to 
set up governments which would 
be subservient to their desires. If 
any nation assumes the right, sole- 
ly because it is powerful enough 
to do so, to intervene in the inter- 
nal affairs of another country in 
order to set up some government 
to its own liking, it is asserting 
precisely the same doctrine as 
that adopted by the Fascists. It is 
nothing more nor less than the 
doctrine that might makes right. 


One of the objectives for which 
this war is being waged is the 
obliteration of Fascism from the 
face of the earth. That is the 
pretext upon which many of our 
own most sincere liberals seize 
when va urge this Government 
unilaterally to intervene in certain 
countries with which we are at 
peace, but where the governments 
in power are undemocratic, 

Certainly the victory for which 
we fight would be an empty vic- 
tory if Fascism were to be permit- 
ted to survive in any part of the 
globe. 

But will not conditions which 
are equally dangerous be brought 
about if any one great power ar- 
rogates to itself the right unilater- 
ally to decide when the govern- 
ment of some other sovereign peo- 
ple is “Fascist,” and intervenes to 
bring about its overthrow? 


Spain’s Government Cited. 

The Franco Government of 
Spain stands for everything which 
American citizens regard as most 
obnoxious. It was brought into 
being by Fascism. It openly sup- 
ported the Axis powers as long as 
there seemed to be even a sheet 
of a chance that they would be 
victorious, It has suppressed every 
human freedom in Spain to which 
we believe all peoples are entitled. 
Its policies represent the antithe- 
sis of democracy, 

Many liberal groups within this 
country are publicly demanding 
that the United States should im- 
mediately sever diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Franco Government 
and bring about its replacement 
by a democratic regime, 

If the Government of the United 
States pursues this course, what 
assurance can it have that such 
action will result in the establish- 
ment of what the majority of the 
Spanish people will regard as an 
acceptable national government, 
responsive to their own desires?

What assurance can it have, if a 
regime ig established within Spain 
which is satisfactory to the United 
States, that this new government 
will be equally satisfactory to the 
governments of Great Britain and 
of France? What assurance will 
be provided that the outcome will 
be favorably regarded by the Gov- 
ernment of the Soviet Union? 
Were all of the major powers 
to assert the right individually 
to intervene in determining the 
destinies of the Spanish people, 
and the policies of the major 
powers were to coincide as little 
as they have recently coincided 
with regard to the liberated re 
gions of Europe, Spain would 
quickly become a new witch's 
cauldron. 


World Graup Called Answer. 


The only sure way by which the 
United Nations can efadicate 
Fascism in the world of the fu- 
ture will be by agreement upon a 
new standard of international con- 
duct to be enforced by the inter 
national organization. Agreement 
on an international] bill of rights 
through which human beings in 
all the landg will be guaranteed 
freedom of religion, of information 
and of expression, will make it 
impossible for any government in 
the future to practice Fascist doc- 
trines. If the international organ- 
ization at any time determines that 
some government constitutes «@ 
menace to the community of na- 
tions, remedial measures can then 
swiftly be taken, not by the indi- 
vidual action of any one nation, 
but by the common determination 
of all member nations. 

There is, however, as yet no 
international organization, and no 
means of obtaining general inter- 
national agreement on such steps 
as these. 

If the United States undertakes 
by itself, without prior agreement 
with the other American republics 
and without their full co-opera- 
tion, to determine what kind of 
government should prevail in any 
other American republic, inter- 
American solidarity, which was 
never more needed by the United 
States than at this moment, will 
become illusory. This country will 
inevitably be again suspected of 
attempting to establish its “sphere 
of influence.” 


Fears Clash Would Result. 

If the Soviet Union and Great 
Britain each determine individual- 
ly to intervene in countries with 
which they are not at war, or 
which have not been occupied by 
the Axis, in order to overthrow 
governments, or to set up “friend- 
ly” governments, a clash of in 
terests will inevitably take place 
between these two major powers 
when their respective “spheres of 
influence” impinge one on the 
other. 

There can be but one outcome 
if the major powers pursue such 
a course. That outcome will be 
world anarchy. 

The United States can at this 
moment assume a much-needed 
and salutary leadership. It can 
urge upon its allies that all of 
the United Nations should each 
pursue with regard to neutral 
states and countries which are not 
in process of liberation a policy 
of strict nonintervention until an 
international organization is estab- 
lished. 

When that great step has been 
taken it should then press for the 
prompt adoption by the interna- 
tional organization of standards 
of international conduct which 
will insure the permanent éxtir- 
pation of Fascism from all parts 
of the earth and also assure to 
every people, great or small, the 
same inalienable right, within the 
limitations fixed by the interna- 
tional organization itself, freely 


to determine its own destiny.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP). 
B RITAIN no longer is riding 


cult to overcome them. But suc- 
cess in doing so is not only essen- 
tial to the future of both coun- 
tries but vital for the peace of the 
world, 

Recently in the United States, 
critics have complained of our 
policy in Greece and in Italy; of 
our abandonment of Poland at the 
behest of Russia; of our not tak- 
ing our full share of the fighting 
on the Western front and of our 
selfish clinging to close empire 
relationships and our imperialistic 
ideas. 

The visit of the Prime Minister 
(Winston Churchill) and the For- 
eign Secretary (Anthony Eden) to 
Greece—a venture of great moral 
and political courage, should sure- 
ly bring agreement with policy so 
plainly there laid down and inci- 
dentally one which was fully 
agreed to by the United States 
herself. 

The differences regarding Italy 
should not be of a serious charac- 
ter, while as regards Poland, our 
recognition of the government in 
London is in accordance with the 
policy of the United States. 


As to our own share in the strug- 
gle on the Western front, a recent 
call-up of a further number of 
men, if they can be found, and 
proposed compulsory sending of 
women to services overseas, 
should be a sufficient reply. 


British Sore Spots. 


These are some of the answers 
which we could make to recent 
American criticisms. What I am 
asked to do, however, is to turn 
to the other side of the picture 
and say what it is we complain 
about. 

Well, above all perhaps, we com- 
plain of the apparent want of a 
definite policy. The United States 
wants a world-wide system of se- 
curity after the war. So do we 
all, but can we depend upon the 
United States to play her part in 
such a plan when the time comes? 

In this country we are thankful, 
and, indeed, proud of the great 
United States effort, but we 
heartily dislike the tendency to 
suggest that America’s interven- 
tion is a kind of act of grace 
from some superior beings who 
need not have engaged in the war 
at all. 

We do not believe the United 
States entered this war, or that 
of 1914, except for her own in- 
terests and for her own security, 
in the same way as We ourselves 
acted. And we resent any idea 
of the abandonment of isolation 
on her part as being a generous 
act: in fact, we view American 
isolationism in a world struggle 
of this kind as dead and buried, 


Economic Fears. 


We frankly fear our economic 
position after the war, as think- 
ing people of all nations must do, 
and we realize that great as are 
the sacrifices which America is 
making, war has not come home 
to her as it has come to s0 many 
of us in Europe, nor has she yet 
been called upon to make the all- 
out effort which has been neces- 
sary for this country. 

Consequently we certainly fear 
competition which will destroy the 
possibility of rebuilding our pre- 
war trade, or as much of it as we 
can recover in postwar conditions. 
Particularly we fear any decisions 
which may be forced upon us now 
for the years immediately after 
the war in which the United 
States, for the reasons just given, 
will have immense advantages 
over all trade competitors. 

Again, we resent the fact that 
a large number of Americans base 
their views of the Indian problem 
upon very incomplete and some- 
times one-sided statements which 
present no real picture of the dif- 
ficulties and dangers which delay 
self-zovernment there, 

We have made many mistakes 
and realize them, but the one mis- 
take that neither we nor the 
United States can afford to make 
is to allow any differences between 
us to be of such character as to 
affect the future happiness of the 
people of both countries. Let us 
speak plainly and try to under- 
stand fully. If we remain united 
in effort and in outlook, we can 
remake the world.

The British 
people must bring themselves to 
see that for Americans to give 
their lives for an idealist goal and 
then to be frustrated in their ef- 
forts to achieve it fosters nothing 
put a bitter disillusionment. 

For the good of both countries, 
all future dealings between Great 
Britain and the United States must 
be transacted openly, honestly, 
and candidly. 


Wheeler’s 6 Points. 


If Great Britain wants to re- 
move the causes which could eas- 
ily lead to misunferstanding and 
friction between our two peoples, 
I would suggest the following fu- 
ture course of action for her con- 
sideration: 

1. Britain should abandon her 
traditional practice of playing 
power politics both in Europe and 
throughout the world, balancing 
one nation or one group of na- 
tions against another; and sowing 
dissension between them. I think 
Mr. Churchill once defined Brit- 
ain’s policy as “very simply sup- 
porting the weaker power.” The 
alternative is genuine economic 
and political collaboration among 
equal sovereign states, as en- 
visaged in the scraps of paper 
which made up the Atlantic Char- 
ter and the oscow declaration, 
The American people have taken 
the principles of both of these 
documents seriously. 

2. While it may be said Ameri- 


cans have no right to meddle in 


the internal policies of the British 
Empire, nevertheless good feeling 
between our peoples requires the 
frank admission on our part that 
our boys are not dying in the 
Orient to restore the old British, 
Dutch or French empires, or to 
establish a new American impe- 
rialism; after all Churchill in his 
early January 1942 speech tacitly 
admitted he had worked to get us 
into this war to guarantee protec- 
tion of the internal situation satis- 
factory to the British Empire. In 
view of this, I hold our people are 
entitled to know every detail of 
such internal situation as applied 
to their foreign policy. The at- 
tempt must not be made to formu- 
late a “Pacific charter” for Asia, 
in conflict with the universal prin- 
ciples of the Atlantic Charter. 
Britain should reorient her tra- 
ditional imperialism in the direc- 
tion of early restoration of those 
rights and liberties which are 
necessary to the establishment of 
a democratic order in the world. 
3. In the economic field we 
hope that Britain will join with 
us in loyal fulfillment of the 
fourth and fifth points of the At- 
lantic Charter. Both of our na- 


tions should have learned the folly |: 


of economic nationalism as ex- 
pressed in the Hawley-Smoot tar- 
iff bill and the British system of 
imperial trade preferences. 


Sphere of Influence. 


4. I believe that Britain should 
abandon her attempts to establish 
a sphere of influence to reach ap- 
parently from Scandinavia to 
Greece, in the futile hope that the 
United Stateg will back her in the 
conflict with Russia whith would 
inevitably follow. The alternative 
is, I believe, a general federation 
of European nations, within which 
disarmament and economic unifi- 
cation will be combined with sov- 
ereign equality and cultural self- 
determination. Such a federation 
would be no threat to Russia nor 
to Britain, and would greatly fa- 
cilitate America’s participation in 
a universal and democratic inter- 
national organization. 

5. If such a European federa- 
tion should be formed, might not 
Russia, with her noble written 
record of efforts for universal 
total disarmament, want to join 
with Britain and the United States 
in calling a world conference for 
the universal abolition of conscrip- 
tion and the frogressive disarma- 
ment of all nations? 

6. Finally, will not the British 
people join with the people of 
America in demanding the imme- 
diate repudiation of the costly 
slogan, “unconditional surrender?” 
I am not advocating here a peace 
negotiated with Hitler, but I am 
urgently advocating the immediate 
broadcasting to the world of our 
peace terms—peace terms which 
will form a minimum essential 
of principles upon which to build 
our future dealings with Germany. 
After all, it is not a question of a 
hard or a soft peace, Whatever 
the peace is, the situation is such 
in Germany today that any peace 
will be harsh. The American 
people do not want to see a peace 
of vengeance for any country, but 
a peace treaty that the people of 
both England andthe United 
States will be willing to uphold 
10 and 20 years from now—other- 
wise the treaty will be useless.

graduating from St, Jerome’s Col- 


lege in Canada, he attended New 
York University Law School where 
he received the degree of LL.B, in 
1900. Years earlier his Uncle Jim 
had settled in Montana, and after 
a hard struggle had acquired 
wealth in mining copper and gold. 
The uncle helped young Jim 
through law school. This resulted 
in the young lawyer’s choosing the 
rugged frontier town of Butte as 
the place to hang out his shingle. 

By this time the elder Murray’s 
wealth was counted in the mil- 
lions. He had branched oyt into 
banking and public utilities. He 
had properties not only in Mon- 
tana but in the Pacific Coast 
states. Having come up the hard 
way he saw to it that his nephew 
was not set up in a soft spot. He 
advised the young man to put 
away his law books for a time and 
find out what it was like to work 
in a mine. Young Jim joined the 
union and worked in the Ticon 
mine. 

When this mine later became in- 
volved in litigation, Murray dusted 
off his law books and played a sub- 
stantial part in the successful con- 
duct of the case. Thereafter he 
practiced his profession, and had 


no difficulty in being elected 
County Attorney in 1906. 

After he had served the one 
term he was kept busy with his 
private practice which included a 
great deal of legal work in con- 
nection with his uncle's properties. 
As the years passed he took on 
increased responsibilities in the 
management of the elder Murray’s 
properties and also acquired vari- 
ous mining and farm properties of 
his own. He is one of the wealth- 
iest men in the Senate. 

In the mining field both Mur- 
rays, Old Jim and Young Jim, as 
they were known throughout Mon- 
tana, were independent operators. 
They held on to their properties 
and played the game in their own 
way, successfully competing with 
the Eastern financial interests 
which even then were begininng 
the process of consolidation and 
absorption which was to lead to 
the dominance of the field by the 
huge Anaconda Copper interests, 


Avoided Big Corporations. 


Throughout that period, and up 
to this time, Murray, the lawyer 
and mine owner, avoided affilia- 
tion in any way with any of the 
large corporations whose economic 
and political power were growing. 
His Uncle Jim never had a partner 
in any of his enterprises and in 
later years when he adopted the 
corporate form for some of them 
he always was the sole owner of 
the capital stock. When he estab- 
lished a bank, he owned it out- 
right and called it “The Banking 
House of James A. Murray.” 

“Young Jim” did not partici- 
pate actively in politics from the 
time he was County Attorney un- 
til 1932. In the meantime, how- 
ever, he had been a diligent stu- 
dent of practical economics, of 
all the factors which affected the 
lives of the people around him 
and the welfare of his state. 

Under the impact of the depres- 
sion, Murray saw many of the 
small business enterprises of his 
state wiped out. Even before that 
he had seen many of them gob- 
bled up by the big corporations. 
He had become deeply concerned 
with the plight of small business 
and what appeared to be the di- 
minishing opportunity of the indi- 
vidual in private enterprise, 


He was a supporter of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt for the Democratic 
nomination for President in 1932. 
When Roosevelt visited Montana 
in the 1932 campaign, Murray was 
chairman of the committee on 
speaking arrangements. He be- 
came acquainted with Roosevelt 
and was impressed with the hu- 
manitarian philosophy of the orig- 


inator of the New Deal. It was 
his interest in Roosevelt's policies 
which led him to try for the Sen- 
ate in 1934. 

As a new Senator, Murray con- 
ducted himself with modesty and 
restraint, His earliest activities 
were in behalf of his own state; 
he sought more Federal aid for 
development of the water re- 
sources so as to bring more land 
under irrigation. The drouth of 
the 1930s was causing great dev- 
astation in Montana, Senator 
Murray was successful in getting 
a number of irrigation projects de- 
veloped on the Yellowstone near 
Miles City, Montana, which had 
not been considered economically 
feasible by the Bureau of Recla- 
mation. 

By getting WPA labor assigned 
to the construction work, Murray 
was able to reduce the official 
cost estimates to conform to the 
requirements of the reclamation 
law. 

When Senator Murray took up 
the championship of a Missouri 
Valley Authority last summer he 
had prepared himself by study of 
conditions in his own state and 
by experience in the Senate to 
conduct a vigorous battle. He 
knew it would take time and hard 
work to get Congress to accept the 
idea of an MVA. 


Masterful Handling. 


His masterful handling of the 
issue in the Senate is fresh in the 
minds of newspaper readers. The 
tact and resourcefulness’ with 
which he advanced the cause to 
the point of tmpressive debate on 
the Senate floor and heightened 
interest throughout the nation 
have won recognition for Senator 
Murray as a legislator to be reck- 
oned with. 


The odds were against him when 
he undertook to get consideration 
for his MVA bill which he intro- 
duced in the Senate on August 
14, at the closing session of the 
Congress expiring on Jan. 3. There 
had been no hearings on the Dill, 
and the Senate considered so im- 
portant a matter deserving of ex- 
tensive hearings. The Senate 
had before it the omnibus flood 
control bill, already passed by the 
House after long hearings, in 
which a vast development of the 
Missouri River basin was to be 
turned over to the Army Engi- 
neers and the Reclamation Bu- 
reau. S 

Senator Murray was convinced 
that to authorize thé Army Engi- 
neers to do this work under the 
terms written into the Senate 
flood control bill would be a se- 
vere setback to an MVA. It was 
his view, reinforced by long study 
of the TVA, that only an MVA, 
having full authority from the be- 
ginning, could provide a compre- 
hensive, co-ordinated development 
of the Missouri River basin for 
irrigation, flood prevention, power 
generation, navigation and other 
useful purposes. 


But the omnibus flood control 
bill had been a long time on its 
way through Congress. It was 
loaded with authorizations for a 
billion dollars worth of improve- 
ments in river valleys all over the 
United States. It was pork in the 
barrel and hardly a Senator could 
afford to vote against it. 


Furthermore, management of 
the bill on the Senate floor was 
in the hands of the able, astute 
John H. Overton of Louisiana, 
chairman of the subcommittee 
which had conducted the hearings, 
highly respected by his colleagues, 
but openly opposing an MVA. 


Two Courses Open. 


Seemingly, there were only two 
courses open to Senator Murray: 

1. To offer the MVA plan as an 
amendment to the flood control 
bill, with the virtual certainty that 
it would be rejected; or 

2. To engage in a “filibuster 
which would so prolong debate 


that the flood control bill could 


not be passed. This he never con- 
sidered seriously. 

Fortunately, the ermemies of an 
MVA overreached themselves and 
thereby presented an opening 
which ethe alert Senator Murray 
quickly seized. The Bailey amend- 
ment was the first mistake of the 
opposition. This provision, fa- 
thered by Senator Josiah W. 
Bailey of North Carolina, was 
trumped up at the last minute. It 
was intended to kill off public 
distribution of electric power gen- 
erated at Government dams, 
which would have fatally crippled 
MVA'S prospects. This gave Sen- 
ator Murray his best opportunity 
to defend and discuss an MVA, 
and the very boldness of the 
scheme brought many other Sen- 
ators to their feet with sympa- 
thetic expressions for a future 
MVA. 

The clever move of Senator Ben- 
nett Champ Clark of Missouri to 
permit the Corps of Engineers to 
set up a Missouri River Commis- 
sion (intended to masquerade as 
a substitute for an MVA) pre- 
sented another opportunity for 
Murray and friendly Senators to 
tell the Senate and the country 
about the virtues of an MVA. An- 
other amendment was intended to 
restrict the construction and 
operations of such works as were 
authorized by the bill to “existing 
Federal agencies,” thereby exclud- 
ing any new agencies, such as an 
MVA. 

The pushing of these obviously 
obstructive measures produced 
columns of enlightening debate in 
the Congressional Record and as- 
sured MVA a preferred position 
in the news reports of the debate. 
The turning back of all these 
crippling moves could be inter- 
preted only as removing obstacles 
which might have stood in the 
way of subsequent creation of an 
MVA. 


Murray Not Satisfied. 

Despite the success of this de- 
fensive battle, Senator Murray 
was not satisfied. He had enough 
of the taste of victory to wish 
to take the offensive: he consid- 
ered offering his MVA amend- 
ment at the last minute. This 
would have brought only one 
result—prolonged debate, delay in 
passage of the flood contro] bill, 
and finally rejection of MVA. 
On Thursday, Nov. 30, when all 
other amendments had been dis- 
posed of, Senator Murray quietly 
served notice of his intention on 
the following day to offer his 
MVA amendment. The reading of 
the amendment would have taken 
an hour; debate would have have 
gone over into the following week, 
when the Senate was urgently 
trying to clear its calendar be- 
fore the holidays. 

Many Senators, both friends and 
foes of MVA, begged Senator 
Murray to withhold his proposal. 
But the Senator, gently but firm- 
ly, informed his colleagues he 
thought it was his duty to bring 
the proposal to a vote; if he als 
lowed this opportunity to pass 
there might not be another. 

It was at this point that the 
Senate leadership came forward 
with clear pledges that early in 
the next Congress full considera- 
tion would be given to Senator 
Murray’s bill to set up an MVA 
to construct and administer the 
big program of Missouri River 
basin improvements authorized in 
the flood control bill. 

Senator Murray had won a de- 
cisive round in the biggest fight 
of his career, but he wished one 
more courtesy at the hands of his 
fellow Senators—an opportunity 
on the following day to sum up 
the arguments in favor of an 
MVA. This was granted. And in 
that victory and in the eloquent 
sincerity of his speech of Friday, 
Dec. 1, Senator Murray went far 
toward achieving the stature of a 
statesman as well as the appear- 
ance.

Must Strike at Leaders. 


“We must strike not only at 
those who carried out orders but 
also at the responsible leaders; in 
other words, the ruling classes of 
Germany who, tomorrow, will 
plead innocence and will wash 
from their hands the blood they 
have shed. We, however, have 
greater confidence in the fury of 
a deceived people than in the 
policy of certain circles across the 
Atlantic.” , 


If those “certain circles” were 
surprised by the signing of the 20- 
year mutual assistance agreement 
between De Gaulle and Stalin, the 
French themselves were greatly 
pleased. The French thought they 
were being treated with a measure 
of aloofness by the United States 
and Britain; the pact with Russia 
was in the nature of a “coup 
d'etat” that integrated the Soviet’s 
fortunes with those of France and 
seemed to assure a common Rus- 
so-French front on the momentous 
postwar German enigma, 


Reporting to the French Consul- 
tative Assembly on the Franco-So- 
viet Pact, Foreign Minister Georges 
Bidault said the two countries had 
agreed on the necessity of remov- 
ing the Rhineland, the Ruhr and 
‘the Saar from German control, but 
he had nothing to say about the 
type or length of such control.

“What the status of this territory 
will be is a question in which all 
our allies are interested,” he said. 
| “The Allied forces and, above all, 
our own forces, will mount guard 
on the Rhine.” 


| De Gaulle and other French 
‘leaders have publicly envisioned

France's intention to occupy the 
Rhineland for a long time, and it 
is noteworthy that he took occa- 
sion to stress the part that his 
country must play in the peace 
settlement.. » 


Talked With Roosevelt. 


“President Roosevelt and I 
talked about all war and postwar 
problems,” he told reporters. “I 
wonder how anyone could imagine 
that the question of Germany, 
which has been our very uncom- 
fortable neighbor for 2000 years, 
would be settled without France. 
It could never be settled without 
France, even if, as I do not believe, 
that had ever been thought possi- 
ble.” 


The French look upon the 
Rhineland not only as a strategic 
springboard for Germanic aggres- 
sion, but as the main furnace for 
Germany's heavy induStries, an 
area economically essential to the 
waging of war. France apparently 
sees no reason why the Rhineland 
should not be placed under its con- 
trol to strengthen its industrial as 
well as its military position, and 
some Frenchmen even have urged 
outright annexation of the area. 
It seems reasonably certain, how- 
ever, that while the United States 
and Britain will favor occupation 
of the Rhine Valley for a specified 
period, or its internationalization, 
they would object to its perma- 
nent absorption by the French. 


The French themselves appear 
divided over the question of Rhine- 
land annexation. Recent dis- 
patches from abroad pictured De 
Gaulle and Bidault as differing on 
the subject, with Bidault opposing 
annexation in favor of an interna- 
tional guardianship by Britain, 
France, Belgium and Holland. On 
the other hand, general] agreement 
inside the French Government was 
reported on maintenance of nomi- 
nal German sovereignty in the 
Ruhr, as aistinct from the Rhine- 
land, but establishment of long- 
term contro] there by western 
European powers. 

The Rhineland, it will be re- 
called, had been demilitarized by 
the Versailles Treaty, and the 
French always have felt keenly 
that the first shot of, the present 
war was fired, figuratively, when 
the Nazis marched into that area 
nine years ago. They feel further 
that the gun -for this initial 
“shot” was cocked back in 1919, 
when Britain and the United 
States opposed the futile plea for 
a territorial guarantee made to

actually poisonous if the boron 
content is raised to only 20 parts 
in a million. We discovered that 
as far back as World War I, 
when a shipment of fertilizer 
high in borax destroyed a whole 
potato crop. 

In the diagnosis of soils it is 
the sick animal—or the excep- 
tionally healthy animal. — that 
ordinarily furnishes the clew. It 
was the anemic, “salt-sick” cattle 
that first pointed to the deficiency 
of the gray sandy soils of Florida. 

Similarly, it was the almost 
complete absence of tooth decay 
in Deaf Smith County, Texas, 
which led to the discovery that 
the cereals and vegetables grown 
on the rich, unleached soils of 
the county contained several times 
the usual amount of phosphorus 
and other minerals. Deaf Smith 
County, it is important to note, 
is in the southern part of the fer- 
tile chernozem_ soil belt that 
stretches from the Texas pan- 
handle north through Oklahoma, 
Kansas, Nebraska, South and 
North Dakota, It is the largest 
single area of chernozem soils in 
the world and, as a national asset, 
worth incomparably more than all 
the gold stored at Fort Knox. 

Again, it was the curious be- 
havior of the “pining” cattle in a 
certain district of New Zealand, 


so like that of the sheep of the 
South Australia coastlands, which 
were said to be suffering from 
“coastiness,” and also like that of 
the cows in some of Michigan's 
northern counties which led ulti- 
mately to the discovery that the 
soil in all these widely separated 
areas was deficient in cobalt. 
The discovery has saved cattle 
and sheep raisers hundreds of 
thousands of dollars annually, for 
the cure is simple beyond belief. 
A cobalt-deficient pasture can be 
made to support healthy stock if 
it is given as little as 28 ounces 
per acre of cobaltous sulfate, 

Step by step the Cornell scien- 
tists and their cqllaborators are 
diagnosing the more important 
soil deficiencies and prescribing 
effective remedies. For example, 
it has for some time been possible 
to diagnose—and prevent, with a 
few pounds of boron per acre— 
the internal cork of apples, the 
top rot of tobacco, the cracked 
stem of celery, the internal brown- 
ing of cauliflower, the heart rot 
and dry rot of beets. 


Preventative Treatments. 

By applying minute quantities 
of zinc, Florida and Texas or- 
chardists are preventing citrus 
mottled leaf and pecan  ros- 
ette. By small additions of 
magnesium to the fertilizer the 
potato farmers of Maine, Long Is- 
land, and New Jersey have pre- 
vented chlorosis of the leaf and 
thereby raised bigger and’ more 
d@pendable annual crops. In Vir- 
ginia and elsewhere the correction 
of magnesium deficiency has pre- 
vented *the “sand drown” of to- 
bacco. 

To what extent are these soil 
and animal deficiencies passed on. 
to human beings through their 
consumption of mineral-deficient 
foods? Again, the question can 
be answered only in terms of 
broad approximations and proba- 
bilities. Doubtless the situation 
would be much more serious but 
for the fact that the American 
diet, except at the lowest income 
level, is relatively varied and is 
ordinarily derived from widely 
distributed areas of agricultural 
production. 

This is particularly true with 
respect to urban food _  con- 
sumers. Their supplies of fresh 
fruits and vegetablés may and 
doubtless do vary greatly

who think it’s not good enough. 

In general, it may be said that 
the scientists o know most 
about it are genuinely ahd openly 
worried about what the uncertain 
and declining fertility of our soils 
may have done to the nutritional 
quality of our food supply, espe- 
cially in the great cities of our 
Eastern seaboard, 


Inferior Foods. 

“It is entirely probable” writes 
Dr. Kenneth Beeson, a member of 
the staff of the Cornell laboratory 
“that the value of a minimum diet 
of protective foods may be reduced 
significantly below the minimum 
requirements through the use of 
inferior foods ,.. The problem is 
intensified because of the location 


of our large cities and of our], 


truck farms that supply these 
cities with food. Most of our 
large cities are located on the 
well-leached podzols and podzolic 
soils that are acid in reaction and 
low in the bases. The truck farms 
are of necessity located near the 
cities on the same soils, and large 
quantities of truck crops and 
fruits are shipped to these cities 
from localities where nutritional 
disorders, due to mineral deficien- 
cies in the soils have been noted 
in both humans and animals.” 
In many of his writings Dr. 
Albrecht goes much farther than 
this. With research dentists like 
Dr. Weston A. Priceand afmthropol- 
ogists like Prof. Ernest A. Hooton 
of Harvard, the Missouri soil 
chemist sees an actual process of 
degeneration taking place in the 
American population as a result 
of a decline in soil fertility. 
“Diseases,” he writes “are as- 
toundingly on the increase. They 


‘are also on the relative increase. 


Hay fever, unknown to the In- 
dian, has doubled its percentage 
of the population in 25 years. 
Heart disease, according to the 
New York City Health Depart- 
ment, took 203 per 100,000 in 
1907, but 327 in 1936, a 60 per cent 
increase in almost 20 years. Ar- 
thritis is on the increase. Cancer 
is on the increase. Dental caries 
is on the increase.” 

One must go to England to 
hear an equally ominous warn- 
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ing. British agronomists, among 
them the defiantly unorthodox but 
admittedly able Sir Albert Howard, 
differ sharply with Professor Al- 
brecht in their interpretation of 
the chemistry and biology of 
the soil-plant-animal relationship. 
They agree, however, that there 
is such a relationship and that 
the neglect of soil fertility im- 
perils the health and survival of 
human beings and human societies. 
And in England they have made 
common cause witha distinguished 
advance guard of the medical pro- 
fession. 


Doctors’ Medical Testament. 


In 1939 a group of some 600 
British provincial doctors — the 
“panel” physicians of the County 
Palatinate of Cheshire,— made 
medica] history by proclaiming in 
an extraordinary “Medical Testa- 
ment” that 

“Nutrition and the quality of 
food are the paramount factors 
in fitness. No health campaign 
can succeed unless the materials 
of which the bodies are built are 
sound. At present they are not. 
Probably half our work is wasted, 
since our patients are so fed from 
the cradle, indeed from before the 
cradle, that they are certain con- 
tributions to a C3 (sickly and be- 
low par) nation. Even our country 
people share the white bread, 
tinned salmon, dried milk regimen. 
Against this the labors of the 
doctor resemble those of Sisyphus. 
- « We conceive it to be our 
duty in the present state of knowl 
edge to point out that much, per- 
haps most of this sickness would 
be prevented by the right feeding 
of our people... .” 


Significantly, the chief present 
activity of this highly influential 
medical committee—the equivalent 
of one of our county medical so- 
cieties—is the publication of a 
“News Letter on Soil Compost” 
which hammers continuously on 
the thesis that the health of the 
British people depends finally 
upon the health and fertility of 
the British soils. Last February 
the committee supported—in vain, 
incidentally—a motion in the 
House of Lords which would have 
instructed the Royal Commission 
appointed to investigate the trend 
of the British birthrate, to stuc\. 
as well “the relation between the 
vitality of man and the vitality of 
soil on which he feeds.” 

Before the outbreak of this war 
the Health Committee of the 
League of Nations was already 
contemplating studies of this sort. 
When peace comes and the al- 
ready organized Agricultural and 
Food Committee of the United Na- 
tions gets down to work it is to 
be hoped the investigation of the 
soil-plant-human relationship will 
not be neglected. For the prob- 
lem is not confined to England or 
America. It affects all countries 
and all peoples, and it may not 
safely be ignored or minimized. 


ETHICAL SOCIETY DISCUSSION 


Martin Dillmon, secretary of the 
Central Trades and Labor Union, 
will discuss “Labor’s Responsibil- 
ity to the Community” before the 
adult .discussion group at the 
Ethical Society, 3648 Washington 
boulevard, at 9:30 o'clock this 
morning.

But the law of aver- 
ages ordinarily prevents the de- 
velopment of acute deficiencies. 
Some staples, such as wheat flour, 
are deliberately mixed and aver- 
aged by the processor before they 
enter the market. As Prof. Al- 
brecht has shown, the protein con- 
tent of wheat rises from county 
to county as we go west in the 
state of Kansas, depending upon 
the thickness and nearness to the 
surface of the underlying lime 
stratum. The thiamin (vitamin 
Bl) content of wheat also varies 
greatly depending both upon the 
variety and upon the soll and cli- 
mate conditions under which it is 
grown, But before this wheat 
reaches the consumer in the form 
of flour the product of many 
farms in widely separated grow- 
ing areas has been mixed, s0 
that what the consumer ordi- 
narily gets in terms of flour and 
bread is neither very bad nor very 
good. 

Since white flour is largely 
robbed of the normal wheat con- 
tent of some 20 known mineral 
and vitamin nutrients it wasn’t 
good enough to satisfy the Food 
and Nutrition Board of the Na- 
tional Research Council; hence 
the “enrichment” program which 
restored four of these nutrients in 
synthetic form—but only four. 
Whether this wartime makeshift 
should be consolidated in our post- 
war nutrition policy is a question 
which is still being hotly debated. 
Dr. Albrecht is one of many 
highly qualified food scientists

French. The Reich must be made 
to realize that it has lost the war 
and cannot hope to start another.

AT A FIFTH AIR FORCE 
BASE, Dutch New Guinea (By 
Air Mail).—Second Lt, William G. 
Elledge, St. Louis ordnance offi- 
cer attached to a heavy bomber 
group is one of the few air force 
men I've met who has been en- 


gaged in ground fighting. 

“T landed at Wakde the day 
after the ground forces invaded 
the area,” Lt. Elledge said. “Our 
boats were strafed on the way to 
the beach, and we had some 
casualties. 

“There was sniper fire all that 
day while we were trying to set 
up some sort of camp, As there 
was only one infantry company 
to guard the perimeter, we armed 
the service troops against a sur- 
prise attack. 

“Our precautions paid dividends, 
for the Japs counterattacked at 
dawn. About 48 of them crawled 
through our thin lines and came 
straight into the middle of the 
camp yelling like drunken Indians. 
Our machine guns were of no use 
at such close _ quarters 80 we 
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crouched in foxholes with car- 
bines and 458, and it was every 
man for himself. The shooting 
died down with daylight, but the 
Japs dug in around the camp and 
continued to shoot at us until they 
were exterminated one by one.” 

Lt. Elledge, 29, a former student 
at Washington University, lived 
with his aunt, Miss Lillian Neal, 
at 4915 Lindell boulevard, His 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. R. L, El- 
ledge, live in Slater, Mo. 

Tech. Sgt. Herbert Bense, East 
St. Loulsan serving as engineer- 
gunner with a Liberator squadron 
here, shot down his first enemy 
plane over Balikpapan a few 
weeks ago.

And then, one Sunday, Sonny 
was allowed to go home. After 
that, the good Sister called upon 
him every day. Each time she 
called, the children would line up 
on the davenport, with Sonny at 
the head, listen with wide- 
eyed interest to things about God.

Sonny.” 

Sonny lived for three more 
weeks, and though he suffered 
terribly all that time, he always 
had a bright smile for everyone 
who came to see him. The nearer 
the Angel of Death came, the 
more like an angel Sonny seemed 
to grow. Just two days before he 
died, he turned smilingly to his 
mother and told her..."Mother, 
I do not mind losing my leg; be- 
cause if I had not, I might noe 
have become a Catholic.”

2 FIRMS TOLD 10 rit 
NEGROES WITHOUT BIAS 


Bussmann Manufacturing Co. 
and St. Louis Shipbuilding & 
Steel Co, Cited by FEPC, 


Directives to cease discriminat- 
ing against Negroes in hiring poli- 
cles were issued yesterday in 
Washington by the “President's 
Committee on Fair Employment 
Practice against the Bussmann 
Manufacturing Co., 2536W Univer- 
sity street, and the St. Louis Ship- 
building & Steel Co., foot of Arlee 
street. 

FEPC ordered the Bussmann 
company to end discrimination 
against hiring of women and to 
offer immediate employment to 
Modestine Thornton, Annabelle 
Mayfield and Gessie Mae Miles, 
who testified against the com- 


pany at hearings held here last 
August. 

At the hearings, George B. Lo- 
gan, counsel for the firm, said 
its policy was fashioned by com- 
munity attitude. He said then 
that the company would not hire 
Negro women, even if its refusal 
would necessitate the imposing of 
Government sanctions. 

The shipbuilding firm was di- 
rected to stop its practice of de- 
clining to hire Negroes “at their 
highest skills or capacities in 
available positions for which they 
are qualified.” FEPC dropped 
complaints of three witnesses who 
testified at the hearings that they 
had been discriminated against. 

Both firms were ordered to stop 
discrimination against employes 
or job applicants relative to “hire, 
tenure, foraes or conditions of em- 
ployment” because of race, color, 
creed or national origin. FEPC 
directed the companies to notify 


all labor unions with which they 
have contracts, employment or re- 
cruitment agencies and personnel 
officers of the directive and to 
file with the committee within 30 
days a report on steps taken to 
comply with the order, 

Three other firms, Amertorp 
Corporation, McQuay-Norris Man- 
ufacturing Co. and the United 
States Cartridge Co., operator of 
the St. Louis Ordnance Plant, re- 
ceived similar directiv within 
the last month.

“With the assurance of any kid, I chose some very difficult French 
selections, In spite of this, the reviewers were kind enough to say that 
any French was ‘fine, fluent, romantic.’”

DAY ouyay eakspay igPay 
atinLay? This strange voodoo 
chant-like phrase is often the 
basis for a true and fine meeting 
of minds among the younger set. 


Meaning, “Do you speak Pig 
Latin?’—as you knew if you do— 
this scrap of sing-song represents 
the simplest form of junior jargon. 
Perhaps it was the only lapse of 
linguistics with which you were 
acquainted during your formative 
years. If so, you may be amazed, 
astounded, and, even apathetic to 
learn that, like all American in- 
ventions, the secret language field 
now has its new and improved 
models. 

A statistically minded gent, Dr. 
James F. Bender, consultant for 
the National Institute for Human 
Relations, has figured out that 
approximately 10,000,000 children 
under the age of 17, and 40,000,000 
adults speak or have spoken secret 
languages. 

Bender, apparently of the ear 
rather than elbow branch of the 
family, points out that while the 
adults usually speak only Pig 
Latin, youngsters are familiar 
with such newer forms as Opish, 
Double Dutch, Tutahash, and 
Turkey Irish, all of them even 
more complicated tongue twisters, 
sometimes resembling a cross be- 
tween a tobacco auctioneer and a 
toothache patient trying to point 
out the cavity. 
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These secret languages are not 
to be confused with the kind of 
speech spoken by air corpsmen, 
musicians and the late bookie bet- 
tors. There is a difference be- 
tween “Roger-Wilco”; “Fry me, 
mama, with a can of lard,” and 
“It’s Whiffenpoof by a nose in the 
home stretch,” and a phrase of 
Tutahash or Double Dutch. 


The main difference is that in 
the former you can occasionally 
distinguish a word resembling 
basic, or man-on-the-street-car 
English, while the secret synthetic 
variety obscures every word in a 
manner that would make Army 
camouflage experts green as a 
leaf-covered uniform with envy. 


The oldest of all these many 
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tongues is Pig Latin, formed very 
simply by putting the first letter 
of a word at its end, then adding 
“ay.” Words beginning with vowels 
merely add “way” as a suffix and 
thus a non-transposable word, such 
as “is,” becomes “isway.” The re- 
sult. as you may have noted if you 
ride home on a bus during the 
school] exodus hours, is inclined 
to be monotonous, An adults, try- 
ing to concentrate on Little Abner, 
as he rides along, sometimes feels 
like growling, “Lemme outa here.” 

In Opish (pronounced Ah-pish), 
second most popular language, 
vowels remain the same, but “op” 
is added after each consonant, and 
as Dr. Bender illustrates so clear- 
ly, “We'll initiate Bob” thus 
becomes, “Wopeloplop inopitopia- 
tope Bopobop.” We feel that this 
must be a written rather than a 
spoken language, or else requires 


a highly specialized course in 


speech control. 
x *«* * 

Double Dutch likewise retains 
the pronunciation of vowels in a 
word, but consonants are rendered 
as syllables thusly: b-bub, c-cash, 
d-dud, f-fuf, g-gug, h-hutch, j-jug, 
k-kuk, ]-lul, m-mum, n-nun, p-pup, 
q-quack, r-rug, s-sus, t-tut, v-vuv, 
Ww-wash, x-xux, y-yub, z-zub, Thus, 
a simple word like “scram” be- 
comes “suscashrugamum.” We may 
be prejudiced, but it seems to us 
that a sentence in Double Dutch 
must produce a listener reaction 
that is not g-gug, but e-gag. 

Turkey Irish, a favorite in Yon- 
kers, N. Y., is relatively simple, as 
it consists of adding “ab” before 
all vowels. 

Tutahash is like Double Dutch, 
except for the consonants c, h, 
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r, w, X, ¥, Zz which are rendered 
cus, hash, rur, w, x, yum, zuz. It 
is used principally in Nebraska, we 
are told, and the less inference 
drawn from that remark, the bet- 
ter it will be for Midwestern rela- 
tions. 


Adults resort to Pig Latin and 
other secret languages only in 
times of stress such as during the 
pre-Christmas and pre-birthday 
seasons, More girls speak secret 
languages than boys, Dr. Bender 
has discovered, and the first male 
who tries to point out an obvious 
reason for this state of affairs 
gets a bopop right square on the 
osenay.

Bender maintains that 
languages are, basically, a 
thing, in that they spring 
from the desire to keep confi- 
dences. They thrive among the 
age group with which secret so- 
cieties, clubs, and mystic messages 
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are most popular. These secret 
societies, with all their make-be- 
lieve, have a wholesome and edu- 
cational effect, he feels. 

Thinking back, and not too in- 
tensely. we can recall having be- 
longed to only two secret societies, 
one in the fourth grade, called 
The Secret Society, of Wooly 
Worms (origin of name a mystery 
at this point); the other, at a more 
advanced age, the M. A. H. R., 
which stood for Mutual Admira- 
tion of a young man whose ini- 
tials were H. R. .

Mr. and Mrs. Frank P. Briggs and Their Five Children 
Are Highly Regarded by Folks in Home Town of 
Macon--He Considers Wife Best Cook in State

MACON, Mo., Jan, 13. 


OROTHY BRIGGS was walk- 
Din home from high school Fri- 

day noon when a boy on a bi- 
cycle stopped her and told her a 
friend of his had just heard over 
the radio that her father had 
been appointed United States Sen- 
ator and did she know about it. 
That was the first announcement, 
formal or informal, made to a 
member of his family of Frank P. 
Briggs’ promotion from State Sen- 
ator to United States Senator to 
fill Vice President-elect Harry §S, 
Truman’s uncompleted term, 


Officially, Mrs. Briggs hadn't 
known of it in advance, though 
she’d heard rumors, and in fact 
the family had followed this don’t- 
count-your-chickens policy so thor- 
oughly that they hadn't made any 
preparations for moving to Wash- 
ington or changing their mode of 
living in the least. “I think it's 
best not to get too excited about 
things before they happen,” Mrs, 
Briggs says, and as the new Sena- 
tor put it, “We've just been sittin’, 
twiddling our thumbs, waiting for 
lightning to strike.” 


Lightning struck Friday morn- 
ning with Gov. Donnelly’s an- 
nouncement, and from then on 
Briggs’ office at his newspaper, 
the Chronicle-Herald in downtown 
Macon, was in something of an up- 
roar. The girl who writes local 
news items for the paper and also 
answers the phone, simply moved 
her typewriter over to the phone 
because it rang continuously. The 
Senator’s secretary, Mrs. Kenneth 
Sykes, took down note after note 
of long distance and local con- 
gratulatory calls. Everywhere you 
went, people were eager to tell you 
how glad they were that the honor 
had been given to “such a mighty 
fine man.” 

There were the usual jokes from 
friends around the Court House— 
“Gonna give me a job now?” “Job, 
heck, I want an expense account” 
—and an “I-told-you-so” from Bill 
King, foreman at the paper, who 
went to his boss some months ago 
and told him he’d dreamed that 
Donnelly had been elected Gov- 
ernor and had appointed Briggs 
to the Senate. 


At home things were running 
on a fairly even keel. Rearing a 
family of five has apparently ac- 
customed Mrs. Briggs to dealing 
with the unexpected and she was 
going about the business of pack- 
ing to leave for a conference in 
St. Joseph, and simultaneously fix- 
ing dinner in fairly calm fashion. 
A visit to the Briggs’ home con- 
vinced us that the “mighty fine 
man” also has a mighty fine 
family, the just plain nice and 
friendly kind, typical—we like to

think—of Missouri, or at least 
Middle West small towns. In fact,

OROTHY, as peppy and per- 
D sonable as any teen-ager, 
provided the running com- 
mentary for most of the pic- 
tures, There was the oldest 
son, Thomas F. Briggs, 26, 
who is an accountant in Kansas 
City—“those are his two children, 
Jackie, he’s five, and Patricia, two. 
Aren’t they cute?” Next is En- 
sign Eugene A. Briggs, 23, who 
is in the South Pacific and has 
seen action at Saipan and Leyte.

IACOMO PUCCINI, who came 
on the musical scene about 

the time that Wagner's “mu- 
sic of the future” was definitely 
becoming the music of the pres- 
ent, continues to be one of the 
favored composers in the opera 
houses of the world despite many 
shifts of public taste in other 
fields of aenathetics, The senti- 
mental character of his principal 
operas has always divorced them 
completely from any sort of real- 
istic view of the world and makes 
them an ideal diversion for those 
who want to escape from the pres- 
sure of everyday events, without 
becoming involved in emotions or 
philosophies that might subject 
their minds to even greater ten- 
aiona, 

[It may be argued, of course, that 
all operas are escapist and that 
Puccini has no particular distinc- 
tion in this respect. There is an 
important difference, however, be- 
tween Puccini and his two great 
rivals for public esteem, Wagner 
and Verdi. The latter two, in their 
major works at any rate, used-the 
lyric drama as a medium for ex- 
pressing their profoundest 
thoughts about life as they saw 
it. Their function may be consid- 
ered analogous to that of Shake- 
speare, Rembrandt or Rodin. 
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PUCCINI ON THE OTHER 
hand, deliberately created an ar- 
tificial world in which the prin- 
cipal values were authentic only 
in relationship to certain stere- 
otyped characters of romantic fic- 
tion. Victor Hugo’s “Cosette” and 
Daudet’s “Sappho” are ideal Puc- 
cini characters and, though he 
never got around to using them, 
he glorified several of their lit- 
erary sisters. Manon Lescaut, 
Floria Tosca and Mimi are all in 
the same tradition of charmingly 
loose morals with a fatal suscep- 
tibility to the one true love that 
— only be succeeded by extinc- 

on, 

It is Puccini's merit that he 
presents these winsome creatures 
in their*own terms and therefore 
exacts of the audience nothing 
more than a temporary indulgence 
and the gentlest sort of purger of 
the emotions, signalized by a few 
make-believe tears. It {is super- 
ficial art, superficial music but 
since there is no seeming effort at 
veracity or profundity, one can 
only admire it for its consistency, 
its cleverness and its artificial 
charm, 
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Puccini’s music is in the Ital- 
fan tradition of beautiful melo- 
dy, but its profile is highly per- 
sonal, so much so that one could 
never confuse it with that of 
another. It is so personal that 

has no imitators. Alfano, 
who made a try at the Puccini 
_ Style, could never have deceived 
even the most superficial devo- 
tee of “La Boheme” or “But- 
terfly.” 
ye os} 


YET PUCCINI was clever 
enough in assimilating the meth- 
ods of other composers when he 
could make them his own. The 
towering edifice of the Wagnerian 
drama was reflected in his adap- 
tation of the leit motif and his 
partial adoption of the continu- 
ously flowing line. He also took 
cognizance to some extent of the 
increasing harmonic boldness of 
his contemporaries. The parallel 
fifths at the opening of the third 
act of “La Boheme” is an exam- 
ple, and the dissonances so ex- 
pertly employed in “Turandot” 
place the stamp of the twentieth 
century on that opera. 

Puccini, however, was first and 
last a melodist and when the mel- 
ody was good or came at some 
significant point in the opera, he 
did not hesitate to score the voices 
in unison. Some of his most ef- 
fective passages have the simplest 
possible harmonic support. 
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“La Boheme,” which is prob- 
ably the composer’s most ap- 
pealing opera, has just been is- 
sued in condensed form by the 
Victor Company (five records). 
Recordings, which were made 
in Italy presumably before the 
war, present all of the favorite 
arias, including Rudolfo’s “Nar- 
rative,” “Mi Chiamano, Mimi” 
and Musetta’s “Street Song” and 
. several of the ensemble num- 
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THE PERFORMING artists are 
Licia Albanese, now with the 
Metropolitan Opera; Beniamini 
Gigli, Afro Poli and members of 
the La Scala Opera orchestra un- 
der the direction of Umberto Ber- 
retoni. Albanese sings with that 
fine sensitivity of style which has 
characterized her performances in 
this country, but without the 
astringent quality which has 
marred her voice in the last year 
or two. 

Gigli’s voice sounds as fresh and 
as beautiful as when he was first 
heard at the Metropolitan more 
than 20 years ago. As usual, how- 
ever, his taste is atrocious. Ber- 
retoni’s conducting is skilful but 
it is obvious that the tempi and 
phrasing have been determined by 
the singers and not the conductor.

EEP down in the natures of 
D all of us we are commoners 

at heart about nine-tenths of 
the time. We enjoy putting on 
the fripperies and frills and eat- 
ing caviar and lobster only a cer- 
tain small fraction of our lives. 
A man or woman may get far 
removed from the environment of 
his forebears and make a million 
dollars and move at times in dis- 


tinguished circles, but he never 
loses his liking for the simple, 
good, substantial foods that build 
bone and brawn. 

A beef ragout is one of these 
down-to-earth foods, with just 
such satisfying flavgr and food 
value. When you make a perfect 
ragout like that we talk about in 
the following recipe and serve it 
perhaps in the pretty kettle or 
skillet in which you, prepare it, 
you’ve achieved a height in cook- 
ery where those who depend on 
you for meals will sing your 


praises for a long time to come. 
Beef Ragout With Prunes. 
One pound lean boneless beef, 

cut into one-inch cubes; two table-

spoons flor, one and one-half 
teaspoons salt, pepper, two table- 
spoons shortening, two cups 
water, two tablespoons diced 
onion, one large carrot sliced 
(about three-fourths cup), one and 
one-half to two cups (three-inch 
dice) potatoes, one-half cup prune 
juice, one-half pound hot cooked 
prunes, 

Toss meat in flour which has 
been mixed with salt and pepper, 
and brown well in the hot short- 
ening. Add one-half cup water, 
cover and simmer for one and one- 
quarter hours, adding more water 
as needed. Add vegetables and 
prune juice during last 20 minutes 
of cooking. Serve hot, garnished 
with prunes. Four servings.

Carrot Cutlets. 

The grating of carrots should

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XAMINATION of this map tells why the Nazis have counterattacked 
desperately against the Allied armies in the West and the Russians 
on the East and South. An Allied vise has been closing on Ger-

A breakthrough on either of the nts, military observers be- 
lieved, might pierce a vital spot in the Nazi armor, clear the way for 
a direct advance to the German capital. That the Germans themselves 
considered the arc critical and a breakthrough a le deciding re- 
verse of the war, is indicated by their desperate — to keep the seg- 
ments intact. On the Western Front Marshal von Rundstedt threw three 
armies, possibly as many as 20 divisions, into a counteroffensive that 
bit 50 miles into Belgium and Luxembourg before being stopped. An- 
other counteroffensive was started in the Strasbourg area to the south 
and still further action was initiated in the Maas area in Hollandy In 
Hungary, where the Red Army was moving against Austria, a similar 
German determination to hold the arc was indicated by frantic counter- 
attacks in the Budapest direction and the frantic defense of the ag & itself.
